OTTAWA (CP) — A tentative land settlement 
agreement announced Friday by the federal govern¬ 
ment and the Tnult of the Western Arctic should 
encourage other native groups to settle their land 
claims promptly, says Indian Affairs Minister Hugh 
Faulkner. 

The settlement would give the native people of the 
Western Arctic—who call themselves Inuvialuit—95.- 
8.10 square kilometres of land and $45 million. This 
works out to $18,000 for each of the 2,500 Inuit 
residents, but the money I

will be paid out over 14 
years, beginning In 1901. • 

In return, the Inuit will 
give up all claim to the 436,- 
xuo square kilometres of the 
Western Arctic which in¬ 
cludes the resource-rich 
Mackenzie River delta. 

Faulkner said at a news 
conference that the agree¬ 
ment with the Committee for 
Original People's Entitle¬ 
ment may serve as a model 
for future land claims settle 
ments. No settlement with 
other groups clllming land in 
the Eastern Arctic, the 
Mackenzfe della or the Yukon 
would offer a better deal than 
C.O.P.E. is getting 

It involves a rectangular 
area of land and sea in the 
Northwest Territories whose 
southern boundary runs from 
a point juat west of Aklavlk, 
east to a point on Victoria 
Island. The southwestern 
point is due north of Chllkoot 
Pass. B.C.. and the southeast 
em point is due north of Medi 
cine Hat. 

The agreement should be a 
lesson to other native groups. 
Faulkner said. It shows "you 
can negotiate a land claim in 
five months or six months if 
you put your mind to it." 

Hi said the Dene Nation. 
Inuit Tapirisat of Canada and 
other native groups are not 
serving the best interests of 
their people by dragging out 
land claim negotiations 

The proposals, contained in 
a 106 page joint position 
paper, were approved by the 
federal cabinet Thursday and 
now must be approved by In¬ 
uvialuit communities. 

C.O.P.E. president Sam 
Raddi said he does not fore 
see any problem getting this 
approval. The agreement 
would allow Inuvialuit to pro¬ 
tect their traditional way of 
life while dev eloping in Cana¬ 
dian society. 

The agreement would give 
the Inuvialuit: 

• Outright ownership of 12,- 
950 square kilometres, in¬ 
cluding mineral, oil and gas 
rights. 

• Ownership of an addi¬ 
tional 82.880 square kilo- 

. metres without full under¬ 
ground rights. On these lands 
the Inuvialuit would have 
guaranteed access |o under 
ground resources and the 
right to set up participation 
agreements with developers 

• $45 million to be paid 
from IMI to 1994 in annual 
Instalments At the request of 
C.O.P.E., the amounts will 
begin small and increase 
later. 

• Ownership of all water 
bodies on the land, but not 
exclusive fishing rights. 


Los Angeles gags 
in clouds of smog 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Hospitals treated 
increased numbers of patients with breath¬ 
ing problems. Industries were asked to cut 
operations and motorists were urged to 
drive only when necessary as severely 
polluted air hung over much of the Los 
Angeles metropolitan area Friday. 

James Birakos. deputy executive officer 
of the South Coast Air Quality Management 
District, said severe conditions probably 
would continue today but should impose by 
Sunday, mostly because there is less bust 
ness and industrial activity on weekends 

However, Kaiser Medical Foundation 
spokesman Jim McBride said the group s 
medical centre in the Fontana area reported 
"a significant increase in the number of 
patients complaining about breathing prob¬ 
lems in the last few days." 

Exact figures are not available. 

Air quality officials issued a second-stage 
smog alert Friday afternoon for the western 
San Gabriel valley. Similar alerts are likely 
in the eastern end of the valley and the 
Fontana and Upland areas, m kilometres 
east of downtown Los Angeles. 

A second-stage alert is called when con¬ 
centrations of ozone, which is formed by 
chemical changes In nitrogen oxides and 
hydrocarbons, reach I'A times the normal 
level. 

The final, third-stage, alert level probably 
will not be reached, Birakos said. That 


stage, he said, is “the equivalent of declar¬ 
ing a national holiday" and many businesses 
would be closed down. 

The situation in Los Angeles, long con¬ 
sidered synonymous with smug, is consider¬ 
ed severe even by local standards 
The problem results from an atmospheric 
Inversion—a layer of warm air that keeps 
cooler air and smog trapped beneath it. The 
situation is worsened because the Los An¬ 
geles basin is ringed with mountains that 
trap the smog under the warm air and keep 
it from dispersing. 

Because of the deteriorating air quality 
Friday, the old. the young and the III were 
advised to go indoors. Doctors said the smog 
might irritate lungs and air passages and 
make it difficult to breathe. 

As pollution levels began climbing Thurs¬ 
day. Birakos said power plants were told to 
switch boilers from oil to clean-burning 
natural gas where possible 
The Los Angeles Department of Water and 
Power said it reduced its local power gen 
eration by about one-third and switched all 
of its plants to natural gas. Southern Califor- 
nia Edison was reported using gas for at 
least 80 per cent of ita electricity generation 
Industrie* wpre ordered to keep their 
trucks and cars off the area's roads as much 
as possible, encourage car-pooling by em¬ 
ployees and. In many cases, to reduce their 
operation and send employees home.

Shcharansky. whose dream 
of a home In Israel drew him 
Into a fateful clash with the 
Soviet system, was convicted 
Friday of treasonous espio¬ 
nage and anti-Soviet agita¬ 
tion and sentenced to 13 years 
at hard labor. 

The verdict and sentence 
capped an 18-month Kremlin 
campaign against dissent 
and may foreshadow a new 
deterioration In East-West 
detente 

L'.S. President Carter, on a 
state visit to West Germany, 
said the outcome of the five- 
day trial produced "a sad¬ 
ness the whole world feels.” 

Shcharansky's brother, 
I^onid, said the 30-year-old 
dissident was quietly defiant 
in his closing statement to the 
court, vowing. Impossibly: 
“Next year In Jerusalem!"— 
the ancient rallying cry of 
scattered Jewry. 

As word of the verdict 
reached them, a crowd of 75 
supporters outside the court 
house hummed a Jewish 
hymn. Standing among them. 
Shcharansky’s 70-year-oid 
mother said, sobbing: "They 
carried out the lie, the utter

WASHINGTON (Reuter) — 
AvltalShcharansky flew here 
Wednesday to be told for the 
first time that her husband. 
Jewish dissident Anatoly 
Shcharansky. had been sen¬ 
tenced earlier by a Soviet 
court to 13 years In Jail and a 
labor camp for treason. 

"Thirteen years In a Rus 
slan jail Is much too much to 
expect." she told a news con 
ference at Dulles Airport 
minutes after arriving from 
Paris 

"Fifteen days in a Russian 
prison ran kill a person. This 
15 days is much loo much for 
someone who is not guilty at 
all." 

Mrs. Shcharansky. speak 
ing in Hebrew, said she was 
full of emotion. 

"I am full of honor for hint 
I hope you understand I can¬ 
not wait 13 years for my hus¬ 
band." t 

She called on sportsmen 
around the world to put 
pressure on their Olympic 
committees to cancel the 1980 
Olympic games in Moscow 
and transfer them to a more 
suitable location 
Scientists should refuse to 
co-operate with Soviet scien 
lists and even buying tickets 
to see a Soviet ballet would be 
co-operating with the evil 
forces of the world, she said.

Quebec balks 
at talks date 

QUEBEC (CP) — Quebec is willing to participate in 
constitutional talks planned for the fall. Premier Rene 
Levesque said Friday In a letter to Prime Minister Trudeau. 

But the Quebec premier added that he has previous 
commitments early in September when Trudeau has sug 
gested that the talks between the federal government and 
representatives of the provinces begin. 

Trudeau decided that the federal-provincial meeting 
would begin Sept. 11, after consulting the other provinces 
but failing to discuss the date with Quebec, the letter says. 

Levesque would prefer to meet with Trudeau and the 
other premiers after the second week in October, when the 
Quebec national assembly resumes sitting. 

The premier said Claude Morin, his intergovernmental 
affairs minister, would be willing to meet with federal 
officials to work out an agreement on a suitable date. 

He notes that his Parti Quebecois government was 
elected after it promised to hold a referendum on the 
"replacing of the existing federal regime by new constitu¬ 
tional arrangements." 

The national assembly recently passed a law setting up 
the framework to allow that referendum. Levesque said, 
and "it is in this context that your government has decided 
once again to begin discussions on constitutional reform." 

Such talks have been going on since the early 1950s, he 
notes, but this new round will not affect the PQ govern¬ 
ment's commitment to hold a referendum 


The Victoria local of the 
Canadian Brewery Workers 
Union has decided to go It 
alone and press for resump¬ 
tion of talks on a local basis in 
the beer dispute that has tied 
up B.C. stocks for more than 
five weeks. 

The local's executive, say¬ 
ing it was acting in "good 
faith.” sent a telegram Fri¬ 
day to Labalt's management 
in Vancouver calling for an 
immediate return to the bar¬ 
gaining table. A reply from 
Labalt's late Friday indicat 
ed individual talks were out 
of the question. 

The development was in 
marked contrast to the stand 
of other brewery workers In 
the province who are report 
ed "dug in" and determined 
to let management make the 
first move. The reasoning of 
the others Is that in all but 
one case—Carling O'Keefe In 
Vancouver—the workers 
have been locked out by the 
industry. 

The lockout at Labalt’s In 
Victoria and New Westmin¬ 
ster. Molsan'stfn Vancouver, 
and Columbia at Creston, fol¬ 
lowed a strike that began 
May 28 at Carling O'Keefe. 

Ray Wainwright. president 
of the union’s Victoria local,

VANCOUVER (CP) - Fishermen belong 
ing to (he United Fishermen and Allied 
Workers Union have been asked to stop 
fishing In preparation for a strike by 4,000 
shoreworkers at noon Sunday. 

The fishermen were to stop fishing at 
midnight Friday. 

The decision to close down the Industry 
romes at the peak of the salmon season and 
UFAWU secretary-treasurer George Hewl- 
son said Friday that a strike will cost the 
industry about $20 million a week. 

He announced that the shoreworkers. also 
members of the UFAWU. rejected the latest 
Fisheries Association of British Columbia 
wage offer by a 82 per cent margin during a 
series of meetings at points along the coast 
Earlier they had voted 75 per cent in favor of 
a strike. 

Hewison said 900 workers at Port Ed 


wards near Prince Rupert were already ol( 
the job. 

About 600 tendermen. who work on the 
packing ships, are already in port, either 
Vancouver or Prince Rupert, to vote on the 
industry's wage offer. The union urged the 
members to reject the proposed $6.78-a-day 
increase in wages. 

Hewison said the shoreworker strike will 
be called off if the companies come up with 
“an acceptable offer." The shoreworkers 
have been offered a 55-cent-an-hour increase 
on rates of $6.72 at base. $7.37 for production 
workers in canneries. $7.59 in cold storage 
plants and $8.89 for tradesmen 

The union is seeking a $12.50 a-day in 
crease for tendermen and a 85-cent-an hour 
increase for the shoreworkers. The com 
panies' offers amount to about 7.5 per cent 
over one year.

In Ottawa Prime Minister Trudeau said 
Friday the trials of Anatoly Shcharanskv. 
Alexander Ginzburg and Viktoras Pyat 
kus "will undoubtedly have serious Implies 
lions for detente. " 

The dissidents, enagaged In monitoring 
Implementation of the Helsinki Pinal Act In 
the U.S.S.R., were found guilty of anti-Soviet 
activities. Shcharanskv was sentenced to 13 
years hard labor. Ginzburg to eight years, 
and Pyatkus to 10 years imprisonment. 

As he left for the Bonn economic summit. 
Trudeau said the sentences “can only serve 
to inhibit the legitimate activities of Soviet 
citizens in monitoring their government's 
observance of human rights and fundamen¬ 
tal freedoms. 

"As long at charges of treason can be 
levied, and harsh penalties Imposed for 
such activities there is an inescapable risk 
that the authority of the Final Act will 
be undermined,” Trudeau said. 

The Canadian Committee on Soviet Jewry 
said its vigil at the Soviet consulate would 
last throughout the weekend until a rally 
scheduled for Monday evening. 

Montreal's large Jewish community called 
the sentencing “barbaric." 

"But our experience over the past It years 
has shown that one only gives inspiration to 
others to come forward," Allan Rose, execu¬ 
tive director of the Canadian Jewish Con¬ 
gress, said. 


However, he expressed grave fears for 
Shcharansky's ability to survive the type of 
imprisonment Imposed on him.

Natalya Solzhenitsyn, speaking through an 
interpreter, said she has “no doubt” her 
husband shares her sentiments.

U.K., Soviets 
saving elms? 

WINDSOR, Ont. (CP) — Soviet scientists and 
British politicians may be able to help keep ehn trees 
alive in Windsor, where thousands of trees have died 
of Dutch eim disease. 

City parks commissioner Harry Brumpton re¬ 
cently wrote to the lord mayor of Coventry, England, 
Windsor's twin city, asking for a sample of special 
elm seeds developed in the Soviet Union. 

Brumpton sent the request after reading a news 
report that the seeds, which apparently produce 
disease-resistant elms, had been obtained from the 
Soviet Union to replace elm trees that had died -in 
Coventry. 

Windsor has removed 14,000 mature elms because 
of the disease. Lloyd Burridge, the city's deputy parks 
commissioner, said only about 1,000 remain. 


In Israel, Deputy Prime 
Minister Ytgael Yadla called 
the sentencing of the Jewish 
activist a futile attempt to 
throttle Soviet Jewish emi¬ 
gration. 


The Soviet crackdown that 
began early last year has de¬ 
cimated the dissident corps 
in Moscow, leaving physicist 
Andrei Sakharov as one of the 
few prominent human rights 
activist out of jail. 

A Soviet court In May sen¬ 
tenced Yuri Orlov, leader of 
the so-called “Helsinki" 
human rights group, to 12 
years In labor camp and Si¬ 
berian exile. On Thursday, 
Alexander Ginzburg was sen¬ 
tenced to eight years at hard 
labor and a Lithuanian dissi¬ 
dent, Viktoras Pyatkus, was 
sentenced to u years at hard 
labor and exile. 

Shcharansky could have 
been sentenced to death on 
the treason conviction, but 
the prosecutor asked for IS 
years at hard labor—two 
more than the three-judge 
court eventually set—citing 
the defendant's youth and 
clean record. 

His brother. Leonid, the 
main source of Information 
for Western reporters who 
were barred from the trial, 
quoted Shcharansky as say¬ 
ing in his closing statement: 

“To my wife and my people 
I can only say. ‘Next year in 
Jerusalem!’ To this court 
which decided my fata In ad¬ 
vance, I say nothing. ,.. 

"I am happy although I 
should be very sad, because I 
have lived an honest Ufa with 
my conscience and have 
never taken the path of hy¬ 
pocrisy "

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The rebellion 
out in Sidney 

IN THE HEAT of the moment, all of ui some¬ 
time* say silly things. So It Is with Roland 
Paquette, owner of the Sidney Hotel. In the 
current gnashing of teeth over high projferty 
taxes. 

Three business operators In Sidney, Includ¬ 
ing Paquette, have informed Mayor Dick Leigh 
they will not pay all of their taxes. Tax Increases 
this year are exorbitant, simply too high to 
tolerate, they say. 

Paquette, however, went one step further. 
His hotel business will pay In taxes what 
be coMlders “a fair amount," based on last 
year's asseument, he said. 

SupposAfcat practice was allowed right 
across the asmsment rolls. Suppose everybody 
paid taxes on the basis of what they considered 
"a fair amount.?” Ridiculous Idea, Isn’t It? 

Every tax protester Involved knows that 
sooner or later they are going to have to pay the 
bill. All of it, if they want to keep their property. 
No government could tolerate anything less. 

The issue boils down to: what is the most 
effective way of registering a protest against 
taxes thought to be too high? Withholding pay¬ 
ment is dramatic, but only for a little while. 

In the end. it is the politicians who decide 
how much public money will be spent and there¬ 
fore what taxes will be. The ratepayers' associa¬ 
tion which Is forming In Sidney offers prospects 
of much more political clout. It can bring to¬ 
gether the collective wisdom of a group, it can 
research spending, question council, run candi¬ 
dates, eventually get Its hands on the purse 
strings. 

The plague of democratic government In this 
country, at every level, is apathy. Are the 
taxpayers of Sidney mad enough to make the 
effort? Or will the whole matter be forgotten a 
couple of months from now?

COMMENTING ON THE RECENT horrendous 
increase in food prices across Canada which 
have succeeded in boosting our national inflation 
rate to among the highest in the world. Finance 
Minister Jean Chretien had this advice for his 
fellow citizens: “II cabbage is too expensive for 
you, buy something else... 

Patiently from his lofty position he ex¬ 
plained to Canadians that the government “is 
not responsible for your buying habits"; that It is 
destructive and dangerous to try and “ boost 
your wages to compensate for imported infla¬ 
tion” and that it was time Canadians “moderat¬ 
ed" themselves. 

That was his message in a nutshell. Not so 
concise perhaps as Jacques Rousseau’s story of 
the princess who, having heard that her country¬ 
men had no bread, said: “Let them eat cake", 
but equally to the point. 

We, of course, suspect that Mr. Chretien can 
afford to buy cabbage — and even bread and 
cake, for that matter. After all, he receives an 
annual salary of close to $60,000 courtesy of you 
people who have the Irresponsible buying habits 
he so openly criticises.

THOSE PEOPLE who work for the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration are so 
clever in space. Why Is It they're so clumsy with 
the English language? 

Consider the latest report on Skylab, the big 
space station which is in a sagging orbit, threa¬ 
tening to fall back into the atmosphere and 
perhaps land on somebody's head. Abandoned 
since 1974, the big satellite began tumbling over 
and over after its electrical system failed re¬ 
cently.

That’s a non-preferred 
word.

LONDON — If Anwar Sadat and 
Jimmy Cartar had their way, Ezer 
Weizman would be the prime minister 
of Israel. Weizman could not agree 
more. Considering Wetzmsn's views, 
not to mention the real state of Israeli 
politics, that la a measure of how un¬ 
likely an Arab-Iaraell peace treaty It. 

Washington let tt be known tome 
time ago (and then officially denied It) 
that the U.S. administration would be 
much happier working with Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizman than with Is¬ 
rael’s rigid and narrow-minded Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin. Sadat look 
the latest Israeli refusal to offer conces¬ 
sions on the occupied territories calmly, 
according to Cairo reports, because he 
hopes that Weizman will toon replace 
Begin. 

For Egypt, as always, the sticking 
point Is the future of the Palestinian 
territories which Israel occupied In 
IM7. It Is not that the average Egyptian 
cares about the West Bank or even likes 
the Palestinians. Without some formula 
providing assurances about their fu¬ 
ture, however, Egypt cannot sign s 
peace treaty, as It would face total 
isolation In the Arab world. 

Unfortunately. Begin feels Just as 
strongly about what he calls the “li¬ 
berated territories ". He hopes that they 
can eventually be settled with a Jewish 
majority and absorbed Into laraol. 
Meanwhile, he Is determined not to do 


anything to prejudice that possibility. 
He refuses even to offer ambiguous 
diplomatic formulas that could blur 
Israel's Intentions, and let Egypt pre¬ 
tend that there was some hope of Pales¬ 
tinian self-determination In the future 

Last month Washington formally 
asked Israel what it proposed for (he 
West Bank. The Israeli Cabinet, after 
several weeks of heated debate, replied 
In effect that It was going to keep li 

What gave Sadat and Carter consola¬ 
tion was the violent ructions this deci¬ 
sion ceuaefl in the Israeli Cabinet. Four 
of the It members of the coalition gov¬ 
ernment (from the Democratic Move¬ 
ment for Change which emerged in the 
last elections) abstained In the final 
vote. 

Defence Minister Weizman. Begin’* 
main rival for the leadership of (he 
Herat party, actually voted against this 
reply. Storming out of the meeting, he 
grimly told a newspaper: "I am going to 
prepare the Army for the next war." 
Weizman was not only expressing his 
fear that Begin"* flinty determination to 
make no compromises would lead to 
disaster, he was clearly slaking out his 
claim to succeed Begin. 

Menachem Begln's health Is falling: 
he has reportedly been told by his doc¬ 
tors that he needs open-heart surgery, 
but be Is refusing because it would 
incapacitate him for four months After 
that long an absence, he cduld well have 



no government to come back to, for 
Sadat's peace initiative last November 
has shifted the locus of Israeli politics 
onto foreign policy. The strains are 
breaking up a coalition that was found¬ 
ed on opposition to the previous govern 
ment's domestic policies. 

Sadat finds the swashbuckling Is¬ 
raeli Defence Minister by far the easiest 
of the Israeli leaders to talk to. But 
Weizman's quarrel with Begin was over 
the manner and tone of his response, not 
the content. Just as much aa Begin, he 
believes In the Jewish right to the whole 
of Biblical Israel, including the occu¬ 
pied territories. It was his ministry that 
recently produced plans for the creation 


of large Jewish urban centres In the 
West Bank. 

Indeed, all four former generals in 
the Cabinet who are Jostling for the 
succeslon to Begin — Weizman, Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan, Agriculture 
Minister Ariel Sharon and Deputy 
Prime Minister Ylgal Yadln — want to 
hold onto the Waal Bank Indefinitely. It 
1s by no means certain that any of them 
could produce a formula for the future 
of the Palestinians ambiguous enough to 
let Sadat go ahead with a peace treaty. 

Even a Labor government led by 
Shimon Peres might not be able to offer 
an acceptable peace formula to Egypt 
A couple of weeks ago, Peres, rejecting 
suggestions that he was a “dove”, sue 
rinctly stated the difference between 
him and Begin: “I am a hawk, but not a 
crazy hawk — a realistic one. " 

That still means holding onto the 
occupied territories permanently whai 
ever formula disguises the policy. It 
could not be otherw ise in a democratu 
Israel were four out of five citizens don i 
want to give them back. 

All the feverish speculation about a 
change of Israeli leadership Is just so 
much whistling In the dark where for 
sign policy Is concerned. It is the duty of 
President Carter to remain publicly op 
tlmlstic, and It Is a matter of sheer 
survival for President Sadat; but It la an 
optimism without visible means of sap 
port.

More gas rationing talk 


WASHINGTON — With 
American motorists burning 
up gasoline at record rates, 
the U.S. government is rev¬ 
ving up a standby plan to ra¬ 
tion the fuel. 

Only In an emergency, such 
as the Arab oil embargo of 
1973-74, would this “complex, 
painful” plan swing into ac¬ 
tion, says Energy Secretory 
James R. Schlesinger. 

But he and other Carter 
administration official* see 
two lines converging toward 
the danger point: 

• Americans are far more 
dependent on Arab oil today, 
and will be Into the foresee¬ 
able future, than they were 
when Arab governments 
closed their wells in 1973. 

• Americans are consum¬ 
ing much more gasoline 
today — and this summer is 
expected to bresk all rec¬ 
ords — than they were when 
millions of them waited in 
cold dawn lines for a refill 
nearly five years ago. 

In two ways the plan sent to 
Congress by Mr. Schlesinger 
changes an earlier one that 
was prepared by the Ford ad¬ 
ministration but pulled back 
for revision by the Carter 
White House. 

The Carter plan assigns ra¬ 
tion coupon* based on vehicle 
registration. The Ford pro¬ 
gram would have given cou¬ 
pons to each licensed driver. 

Thus a family, should ra¬ 
tioning be invoked, will re¬ 
ceive coupons according to 
the number of cars it owns, 
not the number of drivers 
using those cars. 

A family with one car and 
two drivers would gel as 
much gasoline as a- family 
with one car and four drivers, 
leading to more equitable 
distribution. 

llnltkk Oie Ford nien. cou¬ 
pons Issued under the Carter 
setup will bear serial num¬ 
bers. making them — It is 
hoped — less subject to coun¬ 
terfeiting. 

Car owners could buy and 
sell ration rights In a “white 
market,” whose prices would 
be set by aormel market 
forces.

Latest statistics show that 
motorists are burning about 
10 per cent more gasoline 
than during the same period 
of last year, 12 per cent above 
the 197* level.and also 12 per 
cent above the 1973 level, 
when the Arab embargo 
struck. 

Plentiful supplies of gaso¬ 
line are expected to keep re¬ 
tail prices stable at the pump, 
leading to possible price cut¬ 
ting In some areas. The cost 
of gasoline. In other words. Is 
not restraining demand. 

The Energy Department, 
meanwhile, has doubled the 
amount of crude oil the r > 
government wants to store In 
the nation's strategic petro¬ 
leum reserve as protection 
against any cutoff of foreign 
oil. 

By ISM the government 
aims at having-*00 million 
barrels stored in salt dome 
sites along TTm U.S. Gulf 
Coast, with another 300 mil¬ 


lion barrels to be added by 
1985. 

The gasoline rationing plan 
announced by Mr. Schle¬ 
singer will receive comments 
from the public at a series of 
hearings across the country, 
then be submitted to Con¬ 
gress for approval.

For a dozen years enor¬ 
mous pressures, Including 
economic sanctions and all¬ 
round condemnation, have 
been brought to bear on Ian 
Smith's white government in 
Salisbury to start moving to¬ 
ward black majority rule. 
Britain, which denounced 
Smith's UDI (unilateral dec¬ 
laration of Independence) as 
illegal and continued to feel 
responsible for the former 
self-governing semi-colony, 
went so far as to lay basic 
conditions (the so-call Six 
Principles) of a negotiated 
transition to majority rale. 

As long as Smith kept re¬ 
jecting these conditions, the 
treatment of Rhodesia as the 
whipping boy of all fashion¬ 
ably "progressive” liberals 
(not to mention the various 
shades of Socialists and Red 
Fascists) seemed Justified. 
Events proved it to be a 
sham. For when Smith finally 
recognized the inevitable and 
negotiated the fast transition 
to majority rule successive 
British governments were In¬

The federal government, swooping down onto unsus¬ 
pecting Statlsll cs Canada employees, has dealt them a 
body blow. They have been given until July 14 to agree to 
abide by a new series of guidelines, some of which are so 
vague, and open to such wide interpretations, that the 
word “guideline” is laughably Inapt. 

The main offender is a clause prohibiting any act 
"that tends to undermine confidence in the bureau or any 
of Its employees or that impairs relations with other 
federal departments or governments In Canada or that 
criticizes the government." The question is, what is 
criticism? Laughing at a minister's performance in the 
House? Cursing slow mail service? And In what context 
must the criticism be made? Would an employee violate 
the guideline if he bad-mouthed the government at a 
private dinner party? The executive secretary to the 
Chief Statistician refuses to say. And employees asked 
for their views decline to do so for fear of violating the 
guidelines. 

Not all the stipulations are bad. Among them, for 
Instance, Is one preventing employees from devoting to 
much time to outside business that their official duties 
suffer. And tn the wake of a cate four years ago, when 
Statscan workers were reprimanded for selling agency 
Information to outside buyers for profit, the booklet 
prohibits employees from using, for their own business 
purposes, any agency information not available to th* 
public. 

But those sections would have equal validity for all 
civil seivants. If Ottawa feels conflict-of-interest guide¬ 
lines are necessary, it should apply them across the 
board. 

And It should do so clearly and explicitly. In a way 
which makes Itself fully accountable to Parliament (or 
any rules which are unduly restrictive. As they stand, the 
Statistics Canada guldelinfch covering government criti¬ 
cism would hinder not only those who deserve to be 
hindered — employees gdllty of gross misconduct, or of 
malicious Interference with the workings of government 
— but those who would signal the public to legitimate 
grievances within the system, to blatant administrative 
errors leaving employees no recourse short of aa appeal 
to the public. 

These are rules which, by specifying nothing, can be 
used to cover everything. In the words of Conservative 
House Leader Walter Baker, each agency employee Is 
being “asked to sign a waiver of *11 his rights. It's all a 
part of this whole scenario of rutting off criticism " A few 
vears early, of course, but the government has to work 
last if it's to meet George Orwell's deadline.

A two rone comparison study of Ihe wolf in relation In 
the caribou was begun early this year at a cost of 136. (ton 
by the fish and wildlife branch We understand that 
already about 22 wolves in one of these rones have bern 
poisoned. 

Evidently without waiting to learn of the results of this 
poisoning study. Hon. Bawlf Is going to start a mass poi¬ 
soning of wolves. (It won t only, of course, be Ihe wolves 
that take the poison. Other animals and meal eating 
birds will also die.) 

No one Is giving any justification for this poisoning pro 
gram, and the biologists In the main are silent Have 
they been told not to talk? Apparently no solid biologi¬ 
cal data (figures, etc.) exists as yet to justify this program 
Surely no biologist could recommend any poisoning pro¬ 
gram without having the facts first. 

It is even being suggested in some quarters that the fish 
and wildlife branch should "go on strike" if forced to 
poison wolves where there is no Justification. After all you 
can only push truly professional wildlife protectors so 
far! 

If the facts are available, then Hon Bawlf simply has 
to provide them.

There is a difference. I can savor the pools in the private 
resort of I wish. The cost? $18 for the rent of “a day room" in 
which to change and dry off.

This is the hot spring Cyril Shelford has been trying to 
persuade (he government to buy. spruce up and operate as a 
resort.

The cabinet says that if the resort can be operated 
successfully, then ii should be operated by a private com 
pany. It does not offer the same argument at Radium Hot 
Springs in Mines Minister James Chabot's riding in the 
Columbia River Valley. It is a gov ernment project, and a 
proud one at that. 

Maybe Lakelse Hot Springs should be Operated not at a 
profit but at break-even so that the taxpayer need not 
subsidize it but could profit from a gift from nature. 

Just across the parking lot from the commercial effort, 
there are the public baths. Fenced with concentration camp 
wire, they stand empty, rusty, and almost as rundown as 
thetr commercial neighbor. The sign on the gate reads 
"Closed For The Season." Hot baths in hot weather are 
obviously socially unacceptable at Lakelse And the word is 
that the "season" is now close to two years long. 

BACK ON THE HIGHW AY a thin smoke haze hangs in 
every mountain valley, but other than helicopters scurrying 
back and forth, there is no other sign of an "out of control" 
forest fire. It is another reminder of the vastness of this 
province. Back there somewhere 7.044 acres of forest are 
burning. At the Kitimat Highway 16 intersection you have to 
look to the hills carefully to decide whether you see wispy 
smoke or summer heat haze. 

Smithers, a few years ago. was even more depressed 
lhan Terrace. Today it sports a brand new shopping plaza 
anchored on one end by Safeway. Ihe other by The Bay. 
Neither company is known for investing dollars unwisely. 

Two items to note as we pass through, still hurrying 
east: Why has Smithers (and dozens of other highway 
communities for that matter) allowed (he development of an 
industrial strip alongside the highway? It's a question I fear 
will never be answered. 

Here, in a land covered with trees, it remains a mystery 
why new towns (or developing towns) must cut down (he 
trees to show off ugly welding shops, body repair shops and 
(he like. A screen of trees, then the development, seems 
beyond their thinking. 

The second point, and maybe It's tied In with the first. Is 
that Smithers is reporting a slight downtrend in tourism so 
far this year.

By far the biggest spender 
was Loto Canada—about 20 
cents of every federal adver 
living dollar. 

The remaining 80cents was 
divided up between-the de 
parlment of employment and 
immigration with IS cents, 
finance with 12 cents, the post 
office with eight cents, de¬ 
fence with seven cents, trans 
port with six cents, the 
RCMP with four cents, secre¬ 
tary of state, energy, mines 
and resources and tourism 
with three cents each. 

The last 19 cents was di 
vided among all other de 
partments and agencies.

Irate Sutton threatens 
to sue ejecting umpire 


Don Sutton says he’s going 
to see the umpire In court. 

The veteran Los Angeles 
pitcher was ejected from a 
National League baseball 
game between the Dodgers 
and Cardinals at St. Louis 
Friday for using a defaced 
baseball. 

He also faces a 19-day sus¬ 
pension. 

“I'm going to file suit" 
against umpire Doug Harvey 
said Sutton after the game. 

Sutton, who has often been 
accused of doctoring Ihe ball, 
said Harvey, chief of the um¬ 
piring crew responsible for 
his ejection In the seventh 
inning, is "depriving me of 
my rights to earn a living as a 
pitcher.” 

Harvey Insisted there was 
nothing personal about the 
ejection, citing section 5.02 of 
the major league rules, which 
prohibits the use of any ball 
which appears to have been 
intentionally discolored or 
damaged. 

The rule adds that If the 
"pitcher throws such disco¬ 
lored or damaged ball to the 
batter, the pitcher shall be 
removed from the game at 
once and shall be suspended 
automatically for 10 days." 

Harvey ruled Sutton had 
thrown the disfigured ball to 
the Cardinals' Mike Tyson in 
the seventh Inning.

This 
was a society that had no 
word for greed.

Sickness never known 
before wiped out whole fami¬ 
lies. Elliott repeatedly re¬ 
marked “I don't know how 
we ever aurvtved." 


Rartleman spoke about 
local and province-wide con 
(eras of the Union of B.C. 
Indian Chiefs, such as the 
Alcan and Loop pipelines 
passing through native land 
without much consideration 
for native people or tho en 
vlronment. Ho mentioned 
many other concerns, Includ - 
ing education, women's 
rights and native govern¬ 
ment. 

The audience appreciated 
the speeches of the two guests 
and realized It had much to 
learn from native people to 
help make this a better coun 
try for all. Their hopes end 
ronrerns were shared end 
supported by Project North.

We like lo think that we live 
In the era of the common 
man, that all perxona are 
worthy of equal respect—and 
deserving of equal dlxre- 
spect. Bui we also live In a 
time of excessive adulation of 
certain type* of person*—of 
Personalities and Celebrities 
and Big Shots and Very Im¬ 
portant Persons. 

This adulation is accorded 
persons of authentic distinc¬ 
tion. persons w hose skills and 
leadership and achievements 
affect for good the lives of the 
rest of us. But some recipi¬ 
ent* of this adulation are of 
questionable quality. We pay 
homage to stars of entertain 
men! and sport, not all of 
whom are cast in heroic 
moulds. We sometimes let 
ourselves be excessively im¬ 
pressed by well-known people 
who seem to be well-known 
mainly for being well-known 
And there are those Big Shots 
among us whose big-shottery 
is, by the skills of publicity 
experts, magnified all out of 
proportion. 

Our adulations, quite ailly 
though many of them are, 
lend to engender in us feel¬ 
ings of inadequacy and even 
of failure. Very few of us can 
play starring roles in life. 
Eminence and greatness—as 
we generally Judge such 
things—evade all but a hand¬ 
ful of us. And many of us 
Ihfnk that life's selection pro¬ 
cesses are often capricious 
and sometimes cruel. 

Young people on the 
threshholds of their careers 
may find this line of thought 
dreadfully pessimistic— 
especially those who have 
quite precise awareness of 
their own tremendous poten 
lials. I would not tramp wan 
lonly on anyone's aspirations 
and ambitions: the young 


person beginning Indepen 
dent life without a substantial 
basket of them Is a pretty sad 
spectacle. Some of them, of 
course, will, as they say. 
"make it big"—but most will 
not. 

I can report that tn late 
middle age it ran be painful 
lo accept the fact that many 
of one's aspirations are not 
going lo be realized. And I am 
told that one of the grounds of 
serenity in old age is accep 
lance of one's failure to real 
ize all that one had fondly 
hoped for in earlier years. 

When Bernard Shaw was a 
drama critic he was im¬ 
pressed by an actor playing a 
minor role in one act of a 
play. In his review Shaw de¬ 
scribed this actor as “a great 
artist in small things." That 
is a wonderful piece of com¬ 
mentary. The best that most 
of us can hope for is that we 
may be great artists in small 
things—and that can be a 
very good best. 

Let us rejoice In the 
achievements of those who 
"make it big" in the thing* 
that make life better in this 
way and that for all of ua. But 
let no one think that he or she 
has failed in life because all 
dreams have not come true 
In the final judgment, the 
only real failure is not to have 
atriven with all that one ts 
and all that one has In facing 
life'a challenges and oppor 
tunities. 

Personal greatness I* not 
limited to those who do the 
big things and get the ap¬ 
plause and adulation of the 
many. Greatness is also a 
quality of those who do the 
unexciting things, the routine 
things, the small things, 
which contribute to the good 
life for all.

The Baha'i Community of 
Vancouver Island calabraied 
one of the mosl remarkable 
events In modem religious 
history last Sunday — th* 
martyrdom of the Bab. 

The Bab (Th* tiata) found- * 
ed the Babi F aith la Iran in 
1444 and was the forerunner 
snd herald of Baha'u'llah 
(The Olory of God), who 
founded the Baha'i Faith la 
tan. 

Baha'is b*ll*v* that th* 
coming of lb* Bab and 
Baha'u'llah fulfilled prapbe- 
cles In the old and New Tes¬ 
taments and th* Koran coo- 
cemlng the establishment of 
God's kingdom on earth. 

Th* Bab was shot In IBM at 
the ago of 11, In Tabriz. Iran, 
six years after his ministry 
began. His execution wis or- 
dered by Persian civil and 
ecclesiastic leaders who 
feared the fast-growing'reli¬ 
gion which spread rapidly 
across Iran during the 1440s 

The Babi Faith had a his¬ 
tory of persecution from Its 
earliest beginnings. Despite 
Its teachings of in* unity of 
religions and of mankind, and 
of social Justice for all re¬ 
gardless of faith, class, race 
or sex. 20.000 followers were 
martyred In the first two dec- ' 
ades of the faith's existence. 
Others were Imprisoned and 
banished. 

The Bab, who In hi* writ¬ 
ings had earlier predicted his 
own death, was ordered to be 
shot in the public square *f 
Tabriron July*. IBS*. He was 
discussing some matters with 
his secretary when guards 
came to lake him for the exe 
muon 

In his prison cell he is said 
to have remarked: "Not until 
I have said to him all those 
things that I wish to say can 
any earthly power silence

Though all the world be 
armed against me, yat shall 
It ba powerless lo deter me 
from fulfilling, to the last 
word, my intention.” 

The commanding officer of 
the troops, a Christian, told 
th* Bab he did not wish u> be 
responsible for his death, and 
the Bab told him if hi* desire 


was sincere he would be ab¬ 
solved of responsibility. 

The Bab and one of his 
young followers, who begged 
to be allowed to die with him, 
were suspended by ropes 
from a pillar. Ten thousand 
spectators were eyewitnesses 
lo wbat followed when th* 
order lo fire was given. 




When the smoke from th* 
794 rules c las rod. th* young 
follower was lying on the 
ground unhurt and the Bab 
was not In sight. 

Guards found him back In 
his cell, finishing bis Inter¬ 
rupted conversation. Many 
were convinced that a mira¬ 
cle had occurred. The com¬ 
mander of the regiment re- 
fused to fire again, and a 
Muslim regiment had to be 
brought In. 

Tbis time the bodies of the 
Bab and his companion were 
riddled with bullets and then 
thrown In a moat outside the 
city. 

Their remains were later 
rescued and kept hidden for 
many years by those who fol¬ 
lowed his teachings. They 
now rest at the world centre 
of the Baha'i Faith in Haifa. 
Israel, in the magnificent, 
golden domed Shrine uf the 


Bab which waa designed lh 
Canadian architect W. S. 
Maxwell, who In 1403 became 
one of Canada's earliest 
Baha'is. » 

New* of the Bib's execu¬ 
tion and the persecution of his 
follower* spread across Eu¬ 
ropean literary, artistic, dip¬ 
lomatic and Intellactual 
circles. 

The French writer Jules 
Bols wrote, "All Europe was 
stirred to pity and Indigna¬ 
tion ... Among the lltera- 
teurs of my generation in the 
Paris of 1898, the martyrdom 
of the Bab was still as fresh a 
topic as had been the first 
news of his death. We wrote 
poems about him. Sarah 
Bernhardt entreated Catulle 
Mendes for a play on the 
theme of this historic trag- 

Tolstoy wrote In 1903. "I 
sympathize with Babism with 
all my heart Inasmuch as It

Lenaghan at St. Joseph's organ 


Organist death 
loss to Victoria 

The great organ high over the sanctuary of St. Joseph's 
Church on West Burnside has piped Its last voice for the 
brilliant Victoria organist who helped design it. 

John Fay (Jack) Lenaghan died this week at the 
ege of BB, lesa than five months since the organ was 
dedicated In a musical program on Feb. 23. 

His passing leaves the city's musical scene the poorer 
for Lenaghan had enriched his world with a number of 
compositions of his own. Including two Masses, several 
anthems and motets, one of which, Clap Your Hands, has 
been sung In concert and recorded by the Victoria Choral 
Society. With extensive background in radio broadcasting, 
he had been heard in recital both In Canada and the United 
States. His Magnificat, scored for mixed voices, has been a 
challenging vehicle for singers in the Victoria area. 

Lenaghan came to Victoria from Montreal in 1957, 
bringing with him an interest in the organ that started 
as a child. At age 17 he began serious study which 
eventually included study of harmony and composition and 
won him a diploma In organ from McGill University. 

After serving as a flying instructor with the RCAF' 
In the Second World War, he continued his studies in 
organ and gained his Licentiate in Music from Trinity 
College of Music in London. England. 

Lenaghan moved to St. Joseph's In 1973 after five 
years at St. Andrew's Cathedral. He had become well-known 
to Vlctortana during his five years on CJVI's Rolling Home 
Show.

Donations roll in to ‘abolish’ regional government 


Donations are rolling In to 
a group which claims to be 
dedicated to the abolition of 
regional government, but the 
Victoria Better Business Bu¬ 
reau Is warning that the 

G up Is not registered and 
ks accountability. 
President of LATRAC 
(Landowners, taxpayers and 
citizens rights committee of 
B.C.) Is Frank Heinrich of 
the Concerned Citizens of 
B.C. group, another unregls 
tered organization. Vice 
president is Joseph Pullen, 
the Coombs-Hllliera Erring 
ton director of the Nanaimo 
Hegional District, and one of 
the prime movers In the Kr- 
rnhill Landowners' Associa¬ 
tion which has been fighting 
some regional zoning bylaws 
through the courts. 

Heinrich said in an Inter¬ 
view that he is getting "very 
good” response to advertise¬ 
ments placed In "six or 
seven" Vancouver Island 
papers last week appealing 
for donations. 

He could not say how many 
members the group has to 
date. 

■'We’re getting very good 
response so far - something 
like IS to 20 replies a day. 
They are sending In dona 
lions to help start the ball 
rolling on this." 

Heinrich said he could not 
say how much money has 
been collected to date 
"People are sending In any¬ 
thing from $1 up." 

Hr could not say what the 
highest donation has been. 

Asked if he has considered 
registering the group as a 
business or under the Socie¬ 
ties Act he said: "There Is no 
need to register. We are a 
non-profit organization." 

He said they hope to get a 
caravan, and already have a 
plane and boat at their dis¬ 
posal "to carry the mes¬ 
sage." 

Bill Tlndal of the Better 
Business Bureau said he has 
had enquiries about the orga¬ 
nization. "People are show¬ 
ing some Interest in the ob¬ 
jectives and the query Is -is 
the organization incorporat¬ 
ed. and of course It isn't” 
"Usually one of the first 
things an organization does 
-especially one that ts col¬ 
lecting money - Is to regis¬ 
ter," said Tindall. 

This means that an annual 
report has to be filed with the 
Registrar of Companies, and 
an annual audit has to be 
made showing all revenue 
and expenditures, along with 
any distribution of money to 
directors or to members. 


"Tills registration does a 
good deal to Instill confidence 
In prospective members.” 
Tindall pointed out."It sim¬ 
ply prove* that the organiza¬ 
tion Is accountable 

"What we are doing with 
people who phone us, is tell¬ 
ing them that the organiza¬ 
tion Is new, that It Is not 
registered, and that If they 
wish to send money they 
must do It with the knowl 
edge that it is not a struc¬ 
tured body.” 

The advertisement placed 
In the papers was headed 
LATRAC of B.C., and called 
for the abolition of regional 
boards with a return to muni¬ 
cipal governments. 

According to the advertise¬ 
ment regional board direc¬ 
tors spend millions on out 
dated sewage outfalls and on 
studies, raise taxes without 
Increasing services, override 
municipal planning deci¬ 
sions, force planning deci¬ 
sions on citizens, and create 
artlficianl land freezes and 
green bells without compen 
sation. • 

There are three requests 
for money In the advertise¬ 
ment, which promises to 
spend the money on a provin¬ 
cial information program 
and to push for legislation to 
abolish regional boards. 

Heinrich said he started 
the organization at the re¬ 
quest of a “group of business¬ 
men from up-lsland " 

According to the advertise¬ 
ment Latrac has the support 
of businessmen, taxpayers, 
lawyers, MLA's, aldermen, 
regional board directors and 
private citizens throughout 
B.C. 

Heinrich said many of the 
group's supporters do not 
wish to be identified, but said: 
“There are a couple of 
mayors up-lsland who are 
going to support us„l'm sure, 
if we Just contact them." 

Progressive Conservative 
leader Vic Stephens also sup¬ 
ports the concept, according 
to Heinrich. 

The businessmen, who he 
said had contacted him. he 
later identified as Pullen's 
group, the Ercohlll Landown 
ers’ Association. 

That group was successful 
In a court fight to quash a 
subdivision freeze In the

Property confiscation ‘extortion’ 


Property owners In unorganized areas who do not 
pay their taxes In full could find their property confiscat¬ 
ed after a year, according to this year's tax notices 
"No government, absolutely no government, should have 
the power to do that to the landowner." stormed Al- 
hert Head Ratepayers Association spokesman Shirley 
WUde. "Even a car company doesn't just take your car 
away after you have missed two payments." 

Langford resident Aubrey Jenkins railed the move "ex- 
Inriion," especially combined with spiralling property 
taxes, and wrote to the B C Assessment Authority to tell 
them so when he paid his taxes. 

Disagreeing with the assessed values on his lax no¬ 
tice*. he laid his property on the line. 

He is prepared, he said, to sell his property lor the 
valuation, provided the offer is accepted in 30 days, and 
paid for by the individuals responsible for the assess¬ 
ment and legislation, not by the public purse. 


Municipal taxpayers have three years grace before 
they lose their property, and even then the properly Is pul 
up for tax sale, and the owner receives any money over and 
above that owed for outstanding taxes. They also hate a 
further year in which to redeem the property for the taxes 
before the sale becomes final. 

Information put nut by the tax authority says Dial in 
rural areas tax sales are no longer held as a means of 
recovering delinquent provincial tax. 

"Instead properties with lag delinquencies which hate 
continued fur a period in excess of one year arc subject 
to forfeiture to the crown. Properties hating taxes delin¬ 
quent for more than one year become subject to forfeiture 
on November 30 and. If not redeemed within the one-y ear 
period permitted for redemption, absolutely forfeit to the 
crown on November of the year following." 

Ms. Wilde said that people may move away from an 


area for a period and not realize or remember that so¬ 
me' small ainuunt is outstanding on taxes. 

We have people moving across the country for work, 
and we have armed forces people who move away fur a 
lour of duty. They could come back and find their 
properly confiscated," she said. 

Jenkins served notice that next year he will pay only the 
amount in taxes that he paid this year, along with a cost of 
living rate increase. His taxes this year, he said, were 
"grossly improper, irresponsible and utterly unaccepl 
able." 

lie said In an interview that he can afford the taxes, 
and is fighting as a matter of principle, but there are pro 
pie who have been badly hurt and who may have to sell up 
One local businessman had his taxes Increased from >2,- 
300 to >3,900. according to Jenkins. 

In his letter to the tax authority Jenkins said that In 
the past he has been as much to blame as the politicians 
involved for the "licentious and Immoral behaviour" of 
governments. 

"At no time did I lake a stand against what I pre 
vlously considered petty theft. 

"However, in recent years petty theft has grown Into 
grand larceny and this year extortion." 

Jenkins said he did not accept the principle that property 
tax should be bashd on "a fictitious assessment, predicated 
on the values of less than 5% of the properties on the market 
at one time whilst purporting to value 100% of provincial 
properties, as if such properties were vended al one and the 
same time." 

He continued: "1 do not accept the (alse values creatrd 
by illicit restriction, unrealistic and unauthorised zoning 
and planning and the Imposition of capital gains tax." 

Jenkins said that in the past he has accepted the 
proposition that taxes should be based on ability to pay . as 
part of the privilege of citizenship. 

"Politicians have abused the people's ability to pay 
and have squandered, recklessly and waslefully. the money 
so paid. So much so that people have lost faith with 
politicians and pride in themselves. 

“Now it is up to people to regain this dignity by recog¬ 
nizing that theft, robbery, plundering, larceny and ex¬ 
tortion, when committed in the name of government, is 
no answer to society’s problems and only increases them." 

Jenkins said that as a prudent man he has been able to 
manage his affairs within an economy sick with inflation 
by reducing expendi|pres accordingly. Governments should 
be able to do the sgtpe. 

“I did not waste my time, in 1939 to 1915 inclusive, pro¬ 
tecting my right to reasonable government and to re¬ 
sponsible freedoms In have Irresponsible political plran 
has and their parasitical cohorts, the empire builders 
and paper distorters, confiscate my property, obtained 
by me through hard work and saving, through capri¬ 
cious and irrelevant taxation merely because (he politi¬ 
cian's sole ability to administer is to devour funds and to 
continually demand more." 

These politicians and bureaucrats, hr said, provide 
for their own security by over paid salaries and ex¬ 
pense allowances and indexed pensions 

“Any idiot can sit on his haunches and wail for more, 
but it takes a person of uncommon ability to continue 
to pros ide service for less."

Boys chained in Langford home? 


Last Wednesday, two Col- 
wood RCMP officers showed 
up at a Langford home to 
investigate reports that two 
boys were chained up in Ihe 
bqsemenl. 

The Investigation was the 
culmination of a misunder¬ 
standing which is worthy of a 
Monty Python episode 

Here’s how (he scenario 
unfolded: 

Ken Warren Is a school 
teacher. His wife Kathy oper¬ 
ates a cake-decorating busi¬ 
ness out of their home al 3154 
Monnington Place. 

The Warrens thought it 
might be a good idea to get a 
couple of sets of ball and 
( hain which could be renled 
out in wedding slags 

Off he went to Capital Iron. 

Here's the conversation as 
he recalls it: 

Warren: "Do you fellows 
have the necessary material 
td make me two sets of ball 
and chain for my wife’s cake- 
decorating store?" 

Employee: “We don't have 
any of the balls. What did you 
plait to do with them?" 

Warren: “Rent them, much 
(he way you guys do. to stags 
and parties." 

Employee: “Nope. I don't 
know where you could get

balls like that. YVc could weld 
some pieces of metal to¬ 
gether and stick it to two 
chains. You'd get the same 
effect.” 

Warren, thinking to him¬ 
self: Same effect, my toe. 
Who's going to rent that kind 
of item from anybody. 

Warren, aloud: "Listen fel¬ 
lows, one of the main reasons 
I want these things is that I 
have two runaway sons. One 
of them has run away about 
40 times and 1 want to make 
sure that when they’re 
caught this time, they won’t 
run away again. A national 
magazine wants to do a story 
about this unusual way (hat 
boys can be presented front 
running and stealing. Now 
can you picture me holding a 
bunch of ugly steel together 
and telling the camareinan 
that this is the ball and chain 
that Capital Iron made for 
me?” 


Employee: All right, we ll 
get you together a good-look¬ 
ing couple of sets, but re¬ 
member. you have to say 
that they were made at Capi¬ 
tal Iron.” 

Warren says within two or 
three minutes, two 4i-pound 
steel balls were delivered to 
the welding shop in prepara¬ 
tion for his order. 

He says he had to promise 
several times that he 
wouldn't use them to chain up 
his boys. 

Ho says that would he 
pretty difficult, even If he 
wanted to do so. 

“The basement of our 
home? Heavens, with five 
sons at home I couldn't hide 
anything in our basement, let 
alone two of them.” 

He says one next door 
neighbor is a Mountie. the 
other a probation officer. 


“Just try chaining two 
teenagers in your basement 
with that kind of action on 
either side of you.” 

Well. it seems Capital Iron 
had misgivings about the 
whole thing and phoned the 
KCMP, and Wednesday 
morning, two officers showed 
up at the Warrens’ house. 

Warren says nobody was 
home. But to the officers’ 
iurprisc, Warren’s next-door 
neighbor, the Mountie, 
turned out to be the second in 
command of their detach¬ 
ment. 

The neighbor led his.col¬ 
leagues to the basement win¬ 
dow and showed them the 
sets of ball and chain, in 
plain view. 

According to Warren, his 
Mountie neighbor is still re¬ 
covering from the laughing 
fit he had. 

But Warren doesn't think 
it's all that funny. Here he 
was, trying to buy something 
for his wife’s business, and 
next thing he knew the RCMP 
suspected him of having a 
couple of teenagers chained 
up in his basement. 

As for Capital Iron, he won¬ 
ders what would happen if he 
ever tried to buy a butcher 
knife there.

Ihe charge of theft under >200. 

He appeared for sentencing Friday after Judge Fre¬ 
derick Green reviewed a report un his mental history 

Hogg took the cheese from a city grocery More because 
he was hungry, defence counsel Rarry Mah Ming told 
Green Friday . 

Malt Ming said he understood Ilia! Hogg had been re¬ 
ceiving welfare al one point from the human resources 
miAistry. but his payments were cut off 

Senior probation officer Graham Ross-Smilh was in 
the courtroom and confirmed this to Green 


Ross .Smith said a social worker for the Kentwood of¬ 
fice of the human resources ministry. Haruld Loeppky, 
“was quite adamant about not giving any more social 
assistance to Mr. Hogg ” 

Loeppky bad said that Hogg was not responsible w ith his 
money, Ross-Smilh said. 

Hogg appeared lo have no means of support. Russ- 
Smith said. 

"He has indicated to me that If he is hungry, he will 
hate to take food." Ross-Smithsaid. 

Hogg had a history of family and menial problems, 
Russ Smith told Ihe court, * 

Short periods of treatment at psychiatric hospitals In 
Ontario and at Ihe Eric Martin Institute had apparently 
not proved useful lu Hogg, he said - 

Hosa Smith concluded lliat Hogg appeared lo be Incap¬ 


able of coping with life in a realistic fashion, and had no 
roots in the Victoria community. 

Ross-Smilh said Hogg had told him he was married re¬ 
cently in Vancouver. He said Hogg's mother lives in Lon¬ 
don, Ont. 

Crown counsel Dunald Laughton told Green that Hogg had 
been living In a shed at the rear of someone's property in 
Victoria 

Laughton said, "1 think I agree with Mr. Ross-Smilh 
that this man needs more help than punishment." 

During the proceedings Hogg sat in Ihe defendant s 
box wearing *a borrowed navy-blue pin striped suit. He 
looked straight ahead, occasionally he would smile lu 
himself .-- • 

Judge Green gave Hogg a suspended sentence, six 


months probation, and ordered him to take psychologi¬ 
cal counselling, life skill programs or other therapy. 

"Frankly, Mr. Ross-Smilh, there's probably hot much 
any body can do," Green said. 

Green also took into consideration defence counsel Mah 
Ming’s comments that Hogg "didn't think he could stand 
another two weeks (In custody) at the Wilkinson Road jail." 

Ross-Smilh.said in an interview following Ihe trial. 

"The whole criminal justice system is incapable of deal¬ 
ing with people like Hogg " 

He said he agreed with Judge Green's verdict, but 
unless Hogg had a friend to help out. there was a good

ear membranes healthy 
Wh*n there Isn't enough of it 
the membranes become dry 
and crack, providing ready 
entry lo bacteria or fungus 
infections. In swimmer's ear, 
the culprit-la usually a bacte¬ 
ria. 

When Infection develops It 
can be treated with antibiotic 
drops. For swimmers prone 
to tills problem the best pre¬ 
ventive (for those who can 
use them) are the glycerine 
or mineral oil drops. They 
are placed In the ear canal 
and retained with earplugs. I 
say "for those who can use 
them," because drops should 
not be used If a person has a 
perforated eardrum or even 
suspects he has. 

In explaining swimmer's 
car to a patient of mine, I 
mentioned the earwax prob¬ 
lem and the fact that the 
moistened ear canal can be 
an invltaton to Infection. A 
sufferer from athlete's feet 
for years, he caught, on. and 
commented- “Oh. sort of ath¬ 
lete's foot of the ear?” A good 
description. Some other 
thoughts: allergic persons 
may be more susceptible to 
swimmer’s ear. Also, it is 
thought that the stage may be 
set by getting foreign materi¬ 


al (such as hair sprays)In the 
canal*. Dry heat can be used 
lo ease the pain. Th* chief 
signs are Itching and pain. 

Dear Dr. Thoslesoa: I know 
that aspirin ran dissolve 
blood clots, and that It Is pres¬ 
ently being studied as a pos¬ 
sible preventive against 
heart attacks. How logical 
would It be for an otherwise 
healthy, middle-aged man to 
lake two or three before very 
strenuous exercise? What 
about use with angina? — 
J.Z. 

Aspirins don't dissolve 
blood clots. They may pre¬ 
vent clot formation by their 
effect on blood platelets, part 
of the clotting mechanism A* 
you mentioned, this matter Is 
under study. At this point I 
wouldn't recommend your 
idea unless you had a person 
al history of coronary disease 
or stroke (In which case you 
would most likely be taking 
some other medication). And 
If you have no problem you 
nerd no medicine, Including 
aspirin 

I doubt aspirin would have 
the rapid or dramatic action 
you believe, certainly not 
enough to depend on as a 
deterrent befoc exercise. And 
aspirin, as you know, can 
cause its own problems in the 
stomach if taken frequently 
or in large amounts. 

As far as angina Is con- 
■ cerned (angina pectoris or 
chest pain), the object of 
treatment Is to relax the 
blood vessels to permit better 
blood circulation to the heart 
muscle, where the pain origi¬ 
nates. This has nothing to do 
with blood clotting or consis¬ 
tency. More effective medi¬ 
cines (nitrites) are available 
to forestall attacks.

Amusement park rides 
are soaring higher, faster

GURNEE, III. — Primal 
thrill. 

You sl/r up the ride, wall- 
lop In the line that inches 
through a maze of chains and 
stanchions. There is a hush as 
the coaster hurtles a couple 
of hundred feel into a 711-fool 
loop the-loop. then screams 
- as the riders speed upside 
down through the Imp and up 
a 142-foot incline. 

The car pauses at the top 
of the 70-degree grade, just 
shy of straight up. Then it 
slips down and rushes 
through the ride again, back¬ 
wards. 

Someone goes through the 
whole ride with hands thrust 
overhead, daredevil fashion 

Then it's vour turn. 

You don't scream, but you 
don't let go either. You're 
crunched in your seat by ac- 
celeralion — upside-down for 
an instant at the top of the 
loop. 

It's over so fast. Just sec¬ 
onds. You're a little unsteady 
going down the ramp But 
you've done it — the "Tidal 
Wave," the newest thrill ride 
in Chicago's Marriott Great 
America amusement park 

You rate it quickly. For 
sheer terror, the parachute 
jump at Coney Island was 
worse — the long agony be¬ 
fore release at 250 feet, the 
empty drop before the chute 
rilled. 

This ride lacked the lyrical 
plunges and highs of the old 
wooden coasters. Cuing 


through the huge Imp. II felt 
rigid, like the force field of a 
giant gyroscope. Rut It was 
clever, smooth, worth an 8 or 
9 on a scale of 10. 

More than 70 million other 
Americans this summer are 
expected to try the rides at 
that century-old U.S. instilu 
tion. the amusement park. 

Coasters have changed 
since a mining carl in the 
1870s was converted into a 
careening thrill bucket. 
Seven new coasters this year, 
including the “Tidal Wave" 
in this Chicago suburb, will 
vie for highest and fastest, or 
other honors 

In Cedar Point. Ohio, the 
country's second largest park 
is testing its new "Gemini" 
coaster for its first public 
runs. To give it the kind of 
“hype" and serious attention 
such rides now attract, a 
"roller coaster convention" 
was held recently, with col¬ 
lege credit offered by the 
Popular Culture Department 
of Rowling Green Slate Un- 
versity nearby. 

The thrill machines are not 
the sole reason for the recent 
success of the amusement 
park business 

The parks have gone big 
time. They have changed 
their Image from a rickety 
decadence dating to the early 
part of the century to the 
sanitized family entertain¬ 
ment "theme park" popular 
ized by Walt Disney. 

"The old-style amusement 
park flourished in the early 
1900s and then withered 



parks In (he U.S., the 20 lar¬ 
gest drew OS million visitors 
last year, a gain of almost 
flveper cent over the previ¬ 
ous year. 

In their opening weeks this 
spring, the theme parks have 
been running six to nine per 
cent ahead of last year's 
pace. 

Of course, the new porks 
annoy some peoplr who like 
the old rickety rides, free 
gate, and the dance hall 
bands for warm summer 
night dating. 

"Times change," says Wil¬ 
son. 


"There's going to be more 
emphasis on participation." 
says Wilson, “getting the 
visitor to take part in the 
show himself. 

“We think the parks should 
have some educational com 
ponent. too.

Woman beats paralysis 
when hit by rare disease 



MONTREAL (CP) — When 
Linda Robertson began to 
-feel numbness In her feet and 
arms she knew deep inside 
that “something was very, 
very w rong." 

At the hospital emergency 
department she was told it 
was probably just a case of 
flu and she should go home to 
bed. 

But the next day she had no 
feeling in her legs and feet. 
This time the hospital diag¬ 
nosed her as having a rare 
neurological disease. Guil- 
lain-Barre Syndrome. She 
was admitted immediately, 
and stayed eight weeks. 

“Within two days 1 could 
not walk, and soon I could not 
breathe.” says Ms. Robert 
son. “I could not move a 
muscle, front my feet to my 
eyes. Even my eyelids were 
paralysed, but inside my 
brain I was functioning and 
knew what was going on 
around me." 

When her breathing was af 
fected by the disease, a tra¬ 
cheotomy was performed to 
open a hole in her windpipe 
and she was on a respirator 
for a month. 

She developed pneumonia, 
which is not unusual in cases 
where the lungs are para 
lysed. Suction was used to 
clear her breathing passages 
and she had a round-the-clock 
nurse. 

Now. a year later, she is 
fine. She is back at work, has 
no paralysis and plastic sur¬ 
gery has removed the scar on 
her throat 

Ms. Robertson’s disease 
took a fairly typical course. 
The first symptoms of Guil- 
lain-Barre Syndrome are 
soften mild. There can be pins 
and needles in the toes, fin¬ 
gers and lips, or perhaps 
some numbness in the feet 



One year ago Linda Robertson was diagnosed as 
having a rare neurological disease, Guillain-Barrc 
Syndrome. The disease paralysed her entire body 
including her eyelids and affected her breathing, 
necessitating a tracheotomy. Now she is completely 
recovered as most victims do in a couple of months. 


has been identified as a dis¬ 
ease for over 100 years, the 
medical profession still does 
not understand w hat causes it 
or how to cure it. 

“We are not puzzled about 
the mechanics once it gets 
going, but what starts it is a 
mystery.’* Dr. Eisen says. 
“We think that Guillain- 
Barre may be the result of an 
immune reaction." 

Many victims recall they 
had a cold, sore throat or flu a 
few weeks before the disease 
appears. Others had an in¬ 
oculation of some kind. 

Several people came down 
with the disease after receiv¬ 
ing swine flu shots two years 
ago. 

Dr. Eisen says although the 
disease is rare, most medical 
students see a few cases dur¬ 
ing their studies and mast 
general practitioners can 
diagnose it. 

On the average, seven to 10 
cases are admitted to the 
Neurological Institute each 
year. Dr. Eisen says he has 
seen about 100 cases in 10 
years, and all survived 


and hands. Sometimes the 
sense of taste disappears. 

But almost overnight the 
disease can worsen, th^ vic¬ 
tim becoming completely 
paralysed from toes to eye¬ 
lids. 

“It is a really terrible dis¬ 
ease,” says Dr. Andrew 
Eisen of the Montreal Neuro¬ 
logical Institute. “If it is bad 
the patient can’t breathe, 
can't talk, can't move, can't 
eat." 

In the past many patients 


died of Guillain Barre. usual 
ly because of respiratory fail¬ 
ure. Today, however, with 
good nursing care ^niL res¬ 
piratory assistance, most 
victims recover after a few 
months. 

Passive exercises, done 
with the help of hospital staff 
or family members, can pre¬ 
vent some muscle deteriora¬ 
tion and physiotherapy after 
the disease has run its course 
helps restore muscle func¬ 
tion.

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New divorce law slaps 
New Zealand husbands

Soma New Zealand businessmen are worried about 
more than the usual business problems. The kind of work¬ 
day pressures which may place a strain on Ihdtr mar¬ 
riages leading to divorce can also mean the possible de 
strut tion of their life's work — thanks to the law. 

A divorced man ran now be left to struggle with the de¬ 
mands of his banker or mortgagee, while his former wife 
may have a handsome dowry to take to a new marriage — 
If she Is so minded 

The reason lies, first. In the establishment of no fault di¬ 
vorce and, second, in the passage of the Matrimonial 
Property Act last year Both statutes may be seen as ex 
amples of liberal law reform which hks freed both men and 
women from the shackles of Impossible domestic bur¬ 
dens 

If the breakdown of a marriage Is to be sufficient 
ground for divorce, there can be no fault and therefore no 
punishment. This leads naturally to a fair division of the 
assets of the marriage. That Is what the courts are now 
charged to do. 

BET WHAT IS happening is something which the 
reformers may not have contemplated Mr. Justice Mahon, 
in giving a judgment In the Supreme Court, made a slash 
ing attack on the law. 

While not necessarily referring to the case before 
him. he said that a wife may leave her husband for just 
cause or for no cause. "She may leave him, bored and 
discontented after years of marriage, for the sole pur¬ 
pose of starting a new life with another man 

"But her right to claim one half of the business assets of 
her husband remains unaffected. She is able to bring to the 
new marriage a handsome dowry representing half the 
business assets of her previous husband. 

"While she is basking in the affluent warmth of a last ro¬ 
mantic springtime, her deserted ex-husband is back on 
the farm struggling with the lawful demands of his mort¬ 
gage, his stock company (a rural lending and trading 
agency, properly called a stock and station agency), 
and his bank." 

MR. JESTICE MAIION, and lawyers who have been 
critical of the law, have soundrd highly male chauvinist in 
their criticisms even when, as the judge said, all his cum 
menls would apply equally to the case where a wife had 
throughout her marriage operated or controlled a busi¬ 
ness undertaking. 

She would, in similar circumstances, be equally liable 
to divest herself of a half-share of her assets. The judge 
said that no one would quarrel with the absolute right of 
a wife to half the matrimonial home and to the domeslic 
chattcls, but there might be a case for the introduction of a 
judicial discretion in the making of orders under this 
act. 

“At the moment, in relation to the division of business 
assets, whether owned by husband or wife no discre¬ 
tion exists." he said. Some critics, in letters to the news¬ 
papers. supposed, wrongly, that Mr Justice Mahon was 
advocating the sole retention by the husband lor wife) of 
Hie businrss assets in all rases. But that was not so. 

A LAWYER CITED the view of the Minister of Justice, 
David Thomson, that the effects of the legislation had been 
exaggerated, and that in the first 12 months only two pro¬ 
perties had had to be sold after settlement in court 

Of course the sale may not follow Immediately Th# 
business partner In the marriage may try to struggle on 
for months, even years, under the load of debt. 

But this lawyer, who wrote to the New Zealand Herald. 
said he personally had been Involved In three cases in 
which orders for sale had been made, one In the su¬ 
preme court and two In the magistrate's court. He did 
not believe that there had been no others. 

Thomson, who is no left-leaning liberal but Is if any¬ 
thing a right-wing member of the National Government, 
said that the courts were charged with producing a re¬ 
sult, under the act, that was not repugnant to justice. 

JEDGES AND MAGISTRATES had wide discretion to 
make divisions of property enforceable in such a way that 
would not produce hardship. He said, as an example, that a 
wife or non-owning spouse could be paid a life interest 
for her share of the property, it was the business of counsel 
to acquaint the courts with the law. and to argue that a 
cash payment was inappropriate if that was the position. 

The minister said the government saw no reason for 
amending the act. "I believe the act is carrying out the 
principles that were set out to be incorporated In it — that 
marriage is an equal partnership. 

Auckland lawyer B K Shenkin envisages a return to 
the marriage contract to protect the parties His experi 
ence with the act, he said, was that it was fair, and not 
in need of drastic amendment. But it could have un 
fair consequences, particularly for farmers and partners in 
existing marriages. 

HE SAID IT SHOELD be compulsory for people to be 
told of the consequences before they marry. That was 
preferable to any attempt to amend the act. A farmer, for 
example, would be wise to enter into a marriage contract. 
That would settle the amount of money a wife would re¬ 
ceive in the event of the marriage breaking up.

The death verdict against Filatov, whom 
Tass called "an agent of a foreign Intelll 
gence service," came at the end of s week of 
well-publicised trials during which dlssi 
dents Anatoly Shcharansky and Alexander 
Ginzburg received labor camp senleoeev 
of II and eight years respectively. 

Filatov Is unknown to dissidents here and 
Western diplomats also claim they do not 
know him. 

Tass quoted prosecutor V. Novikov as 
saying In court that the Filatov trial "not 
only exposes the crimes committed by the 


defendant personally, but also brings to 
light the criminal actions by the reactionary 
forces of the Imperialist states , . above 
all against the Soviet Union and Its foreign 
policy, which Is aimed at strengthening de¬ 
tente. peace and International co-opera¬ 
tion." 

The news agency did not Identify the 
"Imperialist states." 

It said Filatov had been corrupted "under 
Ibe Influence of slanderous anti-Soviet 
broadcasts of foreign radio stations" over a 
number of years and had sold out hit 
friends, family and country,

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Dutch to McCarthy: 
‘Back to Canada ’ 


. AMSTERDAM (Reuter) - The 
Dutch government instated Fri¬ 
day that Irishman Patrick 
McCarthy, deported here Thun 
day from Vancouver, will have to 
be flown back to Canada against 
hit will and that of the Canadian 
government. 

McCarthy, 24. spent Friday In a 
Dutch Royal Constabulary cell at 
Schiphol Airport while his law 
yen. Canadian officials and the 
Dutch government wrangled over 
what to do with him. 

McCarthy was deported from 
Canada because authorities said 
he fit the description of a man 
wanted In Ireland for a bank rob¬ 
bery. 

But when he arrived handcuffed 
In Amsterdam escorted by two 
Canadian Immigration officials tu 
change planes for Dublin. Dutch 
authorities interv ened and told the 
Canadian officials they have no 
authority to detain him in the 
Netherlands. 


The Canadian embassy In The 
Hague tried without success Fri¬ 
day to persuade the Dutch govern 
ment tu change its decision that he 
should be flown back to Canada. 

"He cannot be admitted to Can¬ 
ada. and he will be detained If he 
does return there," an embassy 
spokesman said. 

McCarthy's lawyer John Taylor 
of Vancouver, who arrived an the 
CP Air flight with McCarthy, 
praised Dutch Justice authorities 
for their Intervention at the air¬ 
port. 

"This young guy hasn't commit¬ 
ted any offence and he says the 
bank robbery charge Is a case of 
mistaken Identity. The Irish gov¬ 
ernment has not shown any Inter¬ 
est in extraditing him," Taylor 
told an interviewer. 

McCarthy said he does not want 
to go back to Ireland and would 
prefer to be set free to go to West 
Germany than return to Canada.

Garden Notes 


'i 
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We gardeners arc peculiar people — 
we work our finger* to the bone ell 
through the spring months to get the 
garden Into shape and everything plant¬ 
ed. then In the autumn we're at it again 
with Icaf-raklng. fall planting, putting In 
bulbs, a general tidy up and that ever¬ 
lasting chore of fall digging, manuring 
and cultivating. 

It la only in midsummer that we get a 
momentary lull In the work schedule in 
which we can relax and enjoy to the full 
the garden which, hand In hand with 
Mother Nature, we have helped create. 

True, there are all kinds of little Jobs 
of maintenance still to be done — weed 
Ing. mowing, watering and the like — 
but he la a foolish gardener who takes on 
so much garden that he can spare no 
time to enjoy the fruits of his labor 

This Is the time for the deckchair, the 
hammock, the Singapore cot and the 
garden lounge, but such pleasant loaf 
ing needn't be entirely profitless This Is 
an excellent vantage point from which 
to review the whole general layout of the 
garden, and to make plans for what 
changes should be made this fall. 

One object of such a planning session 
should be the improvement in the gen-

eral appearance of the garden, of 
course, but to my way of thinking an 
even more important point Is how to cut 
down on the labor Involved In mainte 
nance 

This thought came to me while I was 
viewing, with a Jaundiced eye, the gross 
overcrowding In my own perennial bor¬ 
der. In particular, the tall back-row 
plants are planted much too far back — 
too close to my neighbor's hedge. The 
spacing looked about right when the 
plants were first set out, for they were 
only little bits of things at that time, but 
they have grown enormously, probably 
due to a load of spent mushroom ma¬ 
nure rototllled In before the border was 
planted up. 

For example, a dainty little potted 
chrysanthemum — an anniversary gift 
to my wife — was planted out In the 
back row after It bad finished blooming. 
That plant Is now three feet tall, with 
stems almost as thick as your forefln 
ger, and so bushy there Isn't room to get 
behind It for hoeing and weeding 

Clipping my side of the hedge is an 
impossible task. Obviously, all the tall, 
back-row pints will have to be moved 
forward, leaving room enough for a 


man to work comfortably, for staking 

and tying, deadheading, weeding and 
cultivating 4 , 

If the flower beds are so small and so,

Not long ago, for 
instance, there was that motorist on the 
Los Angeles freeway who shot another 
motorist because he disapproved so 
strongly of the way the poor fellow 
drove. 

If the Europeans are still playing 
lord-and-peasant amid their gas fumes, 
we North Americans are still playing 
cowboys and Indians. 

The symbolic assassination that 
takes place on the North American road 
al commuting hours! The glares, the 
obscenities, the shaking fists — no quar¬ 
ter at the intersections, believe us. 
Every man becomes his own little ter¬ 
rorist cell on four wheels. 

As for the man who has no car. a 
tired ant overtaken by a herd of ele¬ 
phants might stand a better chance 
Europeans at least pretend to recognize 
the rights of bicyclists. The North 
American motorist sees only vulnerabil 
tty — enemies without denting power, 
without the bumpers to retaliate.

Quebec (CP) - Tourists 
and passersby In historic 
Place Royale Friday were 
treated to the airing of a rec¬ 
ording of Premier Rene Le¬ 
vesque’s speech lo the 
French national assembly, 
delivered last November. 

Only trouble is, somebody 
pul on the wrong side of the 
tape, and only the second half 
of the hour-long speech was 
aired on loudspeakers pro¬ 
vided by the Quebec cultural 
affairs department. 

The event combined a pro¬ 
motion by a private entrepre¬ 
neur of his $7.96 recording of 
the Levesque speech and a 
celebration of Bastille Day, 
France's national holiday. 

The Association Quebec- 
France a non-profit associa¬ 
tion encouraging cultural ex¬ 
changes. organized the rec¬ 
ord launching. 

Association director-gen¬ 
eral Jean Leblanc denied 
suggestions that the airing of 
the record could be construed 
as partisan. 

"After all. he’s the premier 
of Quebec." Leblanc said. 

The association, which la 
located in rent-free offices 
provided by the Quebec gov¬ 
ernment, simply thought it 
was an appropriate way to 
celebrate July If, he said. 

Jacques Labreque, owner- 
of the record firm, gave a 
plug for his product before 
Ihe confused crowd of onlook¬ 
ers and read a dedication on 
the album written by Quebec 
nationalist Marcel Rloux. 

The dedication mentions 
Quebec's cultural and politi¬ 
cal renaissance since 1960 
and adds: "Nov. IS, 1970, ac¬ 
celerated this march towards 
national liberation." 


Fishermen to get credit line 


• CHARLOTTETOWN (CP) 
— A credit measure Is being 
developed lo help Canadian 
fishermen buy their own 
boats and gain control of the 
fiahtry, federal fisheries 
minister Romeo LeBlanc 
said here Friday. 

LeBlanc told reporters he 
Is not looking for a fight with 
the provinces but If the dis¬ 
pute over the right of fisher¬ 
men to organize must go to 
the Supreme Court of Canada 
for settlement, he Is prepared 
lo see that done. 

"II seems to me we have to 
deride the fishermen should 
do the fishing and Ihe proces¬ 
sors should do the processing 
and the marketing," the min¬ 
ister said. 

LeBlanc aaid It would be 
uaeful If fishermen were 
more In control not only of 
their fish but the equipment 
they use. 

His opposition to vertically 
integrated companies, those 


which control the catching, 
processing and marketing of 
fish, has not been accepted 
unanimously. 

He said the department has 
rejected application! from 
fishermen who want to aell 
their licence! to companies 

"U Is obvious In a situation 
like that the value of the boat 


would be aaaessed beyond It* 
real value ao It la a bit of a 
windfall for the fishermen lo 
be able to sell to a large 
enterprise, " he said. 

He denied that he would 
take provinces to court If they 
prevented fishermen from 
obtaining collective bargain¬ 
ing. Prince Edward laland 


doe* not presently have legls 
lallon allowing fishermen to 
Join unions. 

"What I said waa there was 
some debate, Including the 
B.C. case which Is before (he 
Supreme Court, to determine 
whether fishermen could or¬ 
ganize under provincial or 
federal legislation." he said

Arctic 
pact 
‘a lesson 


OTTAWA (CP) — A tentative land .settlement 
agreement announced Friday by the federal govern¬ 
ment and the Inuit Of the Western Arctic should 
encourage other native groups to settle their land 
claims promptly, says Indian Affairs Minister Hugh 
Faulkner. 

The settlement would give the native people of the 
* Western Arctic—who call themselves Inuvialuit—95.* 
830 square kilometres of land and $43 million. This 
works out to $18,000 for each of the 2.500 Inuit 
residents, but the money 
will be paid out over 14

years, beginning in 1981. 

In return, the Inuit wilt 
give up all claim to the 438.- 
X00 square kilometres of the 
Western Arctic which In 
eludes the resource-rich 
Mackenzie River delta. 

Faulkner said at a news 
conference that the agree 
ment with the Committee for 
Original People's Entitle¬ 
ment may serve as a model 
for future land claims settle¬ 
ments. No settlement with 
other groups claiming land in 
the Eastern Arctic, the 
Mackenzie delta or the Yukon 
would offer a better deal than 
C.O.P.E. is getting. 

It involves a rectangular 
area of land and sea in the 
Northwest Territories whose 
southern boundary runs from 
a point just west of Aklavik, 
east to a point on Victoria 
Island. The Southwestern 
point is due north of Chilkool 
Pass. B.C.,and the southeast¬ 
ern point is due north of Medi¬ 
cine Hat. 

| The agreement should be a 
lesson to other native groups. 
Faulkner said. It shows "you 
can negotiate a land claim in 
five months or six months if 
you put your mind to it." 

He said the Dene Natiun. 
Inuit Tapirisat of Canada and 
other native groups are not 
serving the best Interests of 
their people by dragging out 
land claim negotiations. 

The proposals, contained In 
a 106-page joint position 
paper, were approved by the 
federal cabinet Thursday and 
now must be approved by In- 
■vialuil communities 

C.O.P.E. president Sam 
Raddi said he does not fore¬ 
see any problem getting this 
approval. The agreement 
would allow Inuvialuit to pro- 
ted their traditional way of 
life while developing in Cana¬ 
dian society. 

The agreement would give 
the Inuvialuit: 

• Outright ownership of 12:- 
950 square kilometres, in 
eluding mineral, oil and gas 
rights. 

i0 Ownership of an addi¬ 
tional 82.880 square kilo 
metres without full under 
ground rights. On these lands 
the Inuvialuit would have 
guaranteed access to under¬ 
ground resources and the 
right to set up participation 
agreements with developers. 

• $45 million to be paid 
from 1081 to 1091 In annual 
Instalments At the request of 
C.O.P.E., the amounts will 
begin small and increase 
later. 

• Ownership of all water 
bodies on the land, but not 
exclusive fishing rights. 


Los Angeles gags 
in clouds of smog 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Hospitals treated 
Increased numbers of patients with breath¬ 
ing problems, industries were asked to cut 
operations and motorists were urged to 
drive only when necessary as severely 
polluted air hung over much of the Los 
Angeles metropolitan area Friday. 

James Birakos. deputy executive officer 
of the South Coast Air Quality Management 
District, said severe conditions probably 
would continue today but should impose by 
Sunday, mostly because there Is less busi¬ 
ness and Industrial activity on weekends 

However, Kaiser Medical Foundation 
spokesman Jim McBride said the group's 
medical centre in the Fontana area reported 
"a significant increase in the number of 
patients complaining about breathing prob¬ 
lems in the last few days." 

Exact figures are not available. 

Air quality officials issued a second-stage 
smog aler( Friday afternoon tor the western 
San Gabriel valley. Similar alerts are likely 
In the eastern end of the valley and the 
Fontana and Upland areas. 89 kilometres 
east of downtown Los Angeles. 

A second-stage alert Is, called when con 
rentrations of ozone, which is formed by 
chemical changes in nitrogen oxides and 
hydrocarbons, reach 3ft times the normal 
level. 

The final, third-stage, alert level probably 
will not be reached, Birakos said. That

The 
situation is worsened because the Los An¬ 
geles basin is ringed with mountains that 
trap the smog under the warm air and keep 
it from dispersing. 

Because of the deteriorating air quality 
Friday, the old, the young and the ill were 
advised to go indoors. Doctors said the smog 
might Irritate lungs and air passages and 
make it difficult to breathe 
As pollution levels began climbing Thurs¬ 
day. Birakos said power plants were told to 
switch boilers from oil to clean-burning 
natural gas where possible. 

The Los Angeles Department of Water and 
Fower said it reduced its local power gen 
eration by about one-third and switched all 
of its plants to natural gas. Southern. Califor¬ 
nia Edison was reported using gas for at 
least 80 per cent of its electricity generation.

MOSCOW (AP) - Anatoly 
Shcharansky, whose dream 
of a home In Israel drew him 
into a fateful clash with the 
Soviet aystem, was convicted 
Friday of treasonous espio¬ 
nage and anti-Soviet agita¬ 
tion and sentenced to 13 yean 
at hard labor. 

The verdict and sentence 
capped an 18-month Kremlin 
campaign against dissent 
and may foreshadow a new 
deterioration in East-West 
detente. 

U-S. President Carter, on a 
state visit to West Germany, 
said the outcome of the five- 
day trial produced "a sad¬ 
ness the whole world feels.” 

Shcharansky's brother, 
1 .eonId, said the 30-year-old 
dissident was quietly defiant 
in his closing statement to the 
court, vowing, impossibly: 
"Next year in Jerusalem!”— 
the ancient rallying cry of 
scattered Jewry. 

As word of the verdict 
reached them, a crowd of TS 
supporters outside the court¬ 
house hummed a Jewish 
hymn. Standing among them. 
Shcharansky's 70-year-old 
mother said, sobbing: “They 
carried out the lie, the utter

Quebec balks 
at talks date 

QUEBEC (CP) — Quebec is willing to participate in 
constitutional talks planned for the fall. Premier Rene 
l-evesque said Friday in a letter tu Prime Minister Trudeau. 

But the Quebec premier added that he has previous 
commitments early in September when Trudeau has sug¬ 
gested that the talks between the federal government and 
representatives of the provinces begin. 

Trudeau decided that the federal-provincial meeting 
would begin Sept. 11, after consulting the other provinces 
but falling to discuss the date with Quebec, the letter says. 

Levesque would prefer to meet with Trudeau and the 
other premiers after the second week in October, when the 
Quebec national assembly resumes sitting. 

The premier said Claude Morin, his intergovernmental 
affairs minister, would be willing to meet with federal 
officials to work out an agreement on a suitable date. 

He notes that his Parti Quebecois government was 
elected after it promised to hold a referendum on the 
"replacing of the existing federal regime by new constitu¬ 
tional arrangements." 

The national assembly recently passed a law setting up 
the framework to allow that referendum. Levesque said, 
and "it is in this context that your guvernment has decided 
once again to begin discussions on constitutional reform." 

Such talks have been going on since the early 1950s. he 
notes, but this new round will not affect the PQ govern¬ 
ment's commitment to hold a referendum.

Shoreworkers lead strike offensive 

Fishing fleet gets 
nets-up directive 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Fishermen belong¬ 
ing to the United Fishermen and Allied 
Workers Union have been asked to stop 
fishing in preparation for a strike by 4.000 
shoreworkers at noon Sunday 

The fishermen were to slop fishing at 
midnight Friday. 

The decision to close down the industry 
comes at the peak of the salmon season and 
UFAWU secretary-treasurer George Hewi- 
son said Friday that a strike will cost the 
industry about $20 million a week. 

He announced that the shoreworkers. also 
members of the UFAWU. rejected the latest 
Fisheries Association of British Columbia 
wage offer by a 82 per cent margin during a 
series of meetings at points along the coast. 
Earlier they had voted 75 per cent in favor of 
a strike. 

Hewison said 900 workers at Port Ed¬ 


wards near Prince Rupert were already off 
the job. 

About 600 tendermen. who work on the 
packing ships, are already in port, either 
Vancouver or Prince Rupert, to vote on the 
industry's wage offer. The union urged the 
members to reject the proposed $6.7h-a day 
increase in wages. 

Hewison said the shoreworker strike will 
be called off if the companies come up with 
an acceptable offer.’* The shoreworkers 
have been offered a 55-cent-an hour increase 
on rates of $6.72 at base. $7.57 for production 
workers in canneries. $7.59 in cold storage 
plants and $8.89 for tradesmen 
The union is seeking a $12.50 a dav m 
crease for tendermen and a 85-cent an-hour 
increase for the shoreworkers. The com 
panies’ offers amount to about 7.5 per cent 
over one year.

OTTAWA (CP)-By the time the federal government and 
Its agencies finished promoting everything from Loto Can¬ 
ada tickets to flying Air Canada, the 1877 federal advertising 
bill came to slightly more 
than $27 million. 

_The information came as 

the result of request last Oc¬ 
tober by Progressive Conser¬ 
vative MP James Balfour for 
a written record of all gov¬ 
ernment advertising for the 
previous year. 

It took nine months and 
cost at least $2,000 for the 
government to compile the 
information, officials said. It 
was tabled just before Par¬ 
liament rose for the summer. 

The advertising budget co- 
v ered such diverse programs 
as selling Canada Savings 
Bonds, exhorting people not 
to cheat on their unemploy 
ment insurance claims, re¬ 
cruiting military personnel 
and persuading people to 
save energy. 

By far the biggest spender 
was Loto Canada—about 20 
cents of every federal adver 
Using dollar. 

The remaining (0 cents was 
divided up between the de¬ 
partment of employment and 
immigration with IS cents, 
finance with 12 cents, the post 
office with eight cents, de¬ 
fence with seven cents, trans¬ 
port with six cents, the 
RCMP with four cents, secre¬ 
tary of state, energy, mines 
and resources and tourism 
with three cents each. 

The last 18 cents was di¬ 
vided among^ill other de 
partments and agencies.

The Baha 1 Community of 
Vancouver Island celebrated 
one of the most remarkable 
events In modern religious 
history last Sunday — the 
martyrdom of the Bab. 

The Bab (The Gate) found¬ 
ed the Babl Faith In Iran in 
1044 and was the forerunner 
and herald of Baha'u’llah 
(The Glory of God), who 
founded ihe Baha'i Faith In 
1061. 

Baha'is believe that the 
coming of the Bah and 
Baha'u'llah fulfilled prophe¬ 
cies In the old and New Tes¬ 
taments and the Koran con¬ 
cerning Ihe establishment of 
God's kingdom on earth. 

The Bab was shot In 1830 at 
the age of 31, In Tabriz, Iran, 
six years after his ministry 
began His execution was or¬ 
dered by Persian civil and 
ecclesiastic leaders who 
feared the fast-growing reli¬ 
gion which spread rapidly 
across Iran during Ihe 1840s. 

The Babl Faith had a his¬ 
tory of persecution from its 
earliest beginnings. Despite 
its teachings of the unity of 
religions and of mankind, and 
of social justice for all re¬ 
gardless of faith, class, race 
or sex, 20,000 followers were 
martyred In the first two dec¬ 
ades of the faith’s existence. 
Others were imprisoned and 
banished. 

The Bab. who in his writ¬ 
ings had earlier predicted his 
own death, was ordered to be 
shot In the public square of 
Tabriz on July I, I860. He was 
discussing some matters with 
his secretary when guards 
came to take him for the exe¬ 
cution. 

In his prison cell he is said 
to have remarked: “Not until 
I have said to him all those 
things that I wish to say can 
any earthly power silence

me. Though all the world he 
armed against me, yet shall 
It be powerless to deter me 
from fulfilling, to the last 
word, my Intention." 

The commanding officer of 
the troops, a Christian, told 
the Bab ho did not wish to be 
responsible for his death, and 
the Bab told him If his desire 


was sincere be would be ab¬ 
solved of responsibility. 

The Bab and one of his 
young followers, who begged 
to be allowed to die with him. 
were suspended by ropes 
from a plilar. Ten thousand 
spectators were eyewitnesses 
to what followed when the 
order to fire was given. 



When the smoke from the 
7M rifles cleared, the young 
follower was lying on Ihe 
ground unhurt and Ihe Bab 
was not In sight. 

Guards found him back In 
his cell, finishing his Inter¬ 
rupted conversation. Many 
were convinced that a mlra 
cle had occurred. The com 
mandcr of the regiment re¬ 
fused to fire again, and a 
Muslim regiment had to be 
brought In. 

This time the bodies of the 
Bab and his companion were 
riddled with bullets and then 
thrown In a moat uutsidc the 
city. 

Their remains were later 
rescued and kept hidden for 
many years by (hose who fol¬ 
lowed his teachings. They 
now rest at the world centre 
of the Baha’i Faith In Haifa. 
Israel, in the magnificent, 
golden domed Shrine of the 


Bab which was designed by 
Caaadlaa architect W. S. 
Maxwell, who In 1903 became 
one of Canada'! earliest 
Baha'is. 

News of the Bab's execu¬ 
tion and the persecution of his 
followers spread acroei Eu¬ 
ropean literary, artistic, dip¬ 
lomatic and Intellectual 
circlet. 

The French writer Jules 
Bolt wrote, “All Europe was 
stirred to pity and Indigna¬ 
tion ... Among the lltera- 
tours of my generation In Ihe 
Paris of 1690, the martyrdom 
of the Bab was still as fresh a 
topic as had been ihe first 
news of his death. We wrote 
poems about him. Sarah 
Bernhardt entreated Catulle 
Mendet for a pl.ay on Ihe 
theme of this historic trag¬ 
edy." 

Tolstoy wrote in 1903. “I 
sympathize with Bablsm with 
all my heart Inasmuch as it

In 1908 he wrote, "Tile 
teachings of the Bab. which 
come to us out of Islam, have 
through Baha'u'llah'a leach 
Inga been gradually devel V 
oped and now pr ea e w t ua with 
the highest and purest form 
of religious teaching.'' 

Baha'is In more than 300 
countries around the world 
now celebrate the martyr¬ 
dom of the Bab and eleven 
other holy days each year.

Lenaghan at St. Joseph’s organ 


Organist death 
loss to Victoria 

The great organ high over the sanctuary of St. Joseph's 
Church on West Burnside has piped its last voice for the 
brilliant Victoria organist who helped design it. 

John Fay (Jack) Lenaghan died this week at the 
age of 66, less than five months since the organ was 
dedicated in a musical program on Feb. 22. 

His passing leaves the city's musical scene the poorer 
for Lenaghan had enriched his world with a number of 
compositions of his own. including two Masses, several 
anthems and motets, one of which. Clap Your Hands, has 
been sung In concert and recorded by the Victoria Choral 
Society. With extensive background in radio broadcasting, 
he had been heard In recital both in Canada and the United 
States. His Magnificat, scored for mixed voices, has been a 
challenging vehicle for singers In the Victoria area. 

Lenaghan came to Victoria from Montreal in 1937. 
bringing with him an Interest in the organ that started 
ns a child. At age 17 he began serious study which 
eventually Included study uf harmony and composition and 
won him a diploma in organ from McGill University. 

After serving as a flying Instructor with the RCAF 
in the Second World War, he coatinued his studies in 
organ and gained his Licentiate In Music from Trinity 
College of Music in London. England. 

Lenaghan moved to St. Joseph's in 1973 after five 
years at St. Andrew's Cathedral. He had become well-known 
to Victorians during bis five years on CJVTs Rolling Home 
Show.

PORT ALBERM - A pur 
lion of • single city street has 
emerged from a city council 
meeting as an "avenue of co¬ 
plaints." 

The residents of Anderson 
Avenue south are pretty un 
happy with (he city un at least 
two counts. 

Patrick Phillips of 3011 An¬ 
derson wrote council com¬ 
plaining about his high taxes 
m light of (he traffic condi¬ 
tions on the street. 

Terming his tax of overll.- 
noo a "world-high for a mod¬ 
est two-bedroom home,” 
Phillips decried the city's 
lack of action In returning the 
street to the status of a quiet 
residential thoroughfare, as 
had been promised to the 
residents at a meeting held at 
Maquinna school last year 

Instead, he said, the street- 
remained a "main artery" of 
the city with "heavy non-resi 
dential traffic, especially 
Urge trucks." 

He thought it unfair that 
the residents of the street 
should be burdened with 
higher taxes “paying for a 
repaired surface to Ander¬ 
son" while it remained a 
principal route to get to 
Eranklin River and Bam 
field. 

Aid. Alice Chiko said the 
intimation was that the pro 
pie on Anderson were paying 
higher taxes for road im¬ 
provement than elsewhere, 
and that this was simply nm 
the case. 

Unfortunately, she contin 
ued..it would be some time 
before the extension of 10th 
Avenue to the Rind Road alle¬ 
viated the situation on Ander 
son. 

Aid George McKnight 
agreed with Aid Chiko that 
the extension of 10th was "not 
in sight." but that otherwise 
i he content of the letter was 
"unjustified except as a sig 
niflcant example of the pro 
test over high taxes that is 
occurring all over the coun¬ 
try” 

The other beef from Ander¬ 
son Avenue was a petition 
signed by some 31 residents 
asking the city to do some 
thing about the extremely 
low water pressure between 
Neill and Raven Hill. 

Jim Jamieson of 3361 An¬ 
derson termed the situation 
"a very real problem." 

The mailer had been 
brought up with the city on 
many previous occasions, hr 
claimed, and promises had 
been made but no action ever 
taken 

Once more Aid. Chiko an 
swered the group (hat from 
information that she had. the 
• hanging of the mains from 
12 to 16 inches, as well as 
repaving of the street, was 
scheduled for the 19(10-81 win¬ 
ter season, according to the 
city's five-year waterworks 
plan.

Bureaucrats taxing 
residents’ patience

COURTENAY — A group of about 60 
residents on upper take Trail Road 
outside Courtenay city limits is con¬ 
fused and angry over Comox Strathcona 
Region Board actions 
A tax revolt is in the makiqg unless 
answers are provided following a meet 
ing with the regional District 71 commit¬ 
tee and later this month, action by the 
C SRD s full board meeting 
The tax revolt, however, is different 
from other such threatened moves In 
that it dot's not deal with land levies. 

' but with a water tax. 

The story , told by the residents and 
given exclusively to the Co/onist. is 
confusing and goes back several years 
Regional District Bylaw 16 designated 
a specified area bounded by Lake Trail 
Road. Munster Road. Salsbury and Bond 
roads, for the purpose of water supply 
Residents say a tax was imposed al¬ 
though w ater was not to be immediately 
available 

They were told the funds so collected 
would be kept in trust and when the 
water line was installed, the money 
would be used to help defray installation 
costs. 

The tax was paid in 1973 and 197-1 at 
2 116 mills and 2 378 mills, respectively. 


and then dropped in 1973. 1976 and 
1977 

What angers residents now. in spite of 
the fact they still have no water after five 
years. Is the fact that the tax has been 
rcimposed on this year's tax notice at 
7 363 mills or {72.50 on one resident's tax 
notice 

In addition, residents say they get a 
different answer from everyone contact¬ 
ed al the regional board office. 

They have been told not to expect 
water for as long as another 20 years, 
they complain 

No one. it seems, knows anything 
about the tax money or the would-be 
trust fund 

The trust fund, residents say, was 
explained by former regional director 
Harry Mctjuillan. w ho assured them the 
money would be kept in trust 

"It's time to call a halt." said Ron 
Metheral. who is spearheading the move 
to organise the residents of the specified 
area 

Some want out of the specified area but 
all have agreed that unless satisfactory 
answers are ubtained by the end of July, 
the lax will not be paid 

A small delegation will meet with the 
District 71 gommittee to seek clarifies 
lion, and then a large delegation will 
attend the regional board meeting at the 
end of July. 


Small step for big project 


NANAIMO —A 136 million 
project planned for the 
French Creek area look one 
small step forward this week 
at the Nanaimo Region Board 
meeting. 

Regional directors in¬ 
structed the region's plan¬ 
ning staff to begin prepara¬ 
tions Immediately of a land 
use contract for the 360-unit 
Chateau Columbia project, 
but also attached the proviso 
that all of the problems that 
have been raised about the 
project be addressed. 

Directors took this step In 
spite of the fact that the re 
gion's planning department 
has not made an official com 
ment on the project, and the 
Department of Municipal Af¬ 


fairs has advised that the ap 
plication should go back to 
the technical planning com¬ 
mittee. 

Directors said they were 
concerned that If the land use 
contract was not started im¬ 
mediately it would not be 
completed before land use 
contracts are legislated out 
of existence 

The region must have given 
a land use contract first and 
second reading and public 
hearing by Nov. IS this year 
and finally adopt it by early 
January for the contract to be 
legal under new provincial 
legislation 

Planning director Gordon 
Summers told the board that 
his staff had not commented 


on the proposal because it 
was not expected that.the 
planning committee would 
make a recommendation to 
the board on the project. The 
matter had been brought to 
the June 29 planning meeting 
for a discussion of some of the 
problems. 

The planning committee, 
however, voted to recom¬ 
mend to the board that the 
region go ahead with the con¬ 
tract preparation, and that 
staff be requested to obtain 
Information about some of 
the problem areas. 

Problem areas that the 
planning committee had de¬ 
fined included the idea of a 
13-metre leave strip along 
French Creek, the position of 


the fish and wildlife branch 
on the proposal, the stability 
of the dyke for the project, 
the disclaimer for liability 
and the provision of water 

While Instructing the land 
use contract preparation to 
go ahead, the board also de¬ 
cided to ask Summers for his 
report 

Summers said that con¬ 
sideration should be given to 
(he fact that the proposed 
project would create a com¬ 
munity of 1.100. the size of 
tjuallcum Beach. In the mid¬ 
dle of French Creek. 

He said that he was not 
implying that was necessar¬ 
ily good or bad. just that it 
was something to be con¬ 
sidered. 


Island body aims 
to quash regions

Donations are rolling in to 
a group which claims to be 
dedicated to the abolition of 
regional government, but the 
Victoria Better Business Bu¬ 
reau is warning that the 
group is not registered and 
lacks accountability. 

President of LATRAC 
(Landowners, taxpayers and 
citizens rights committee of 
B.C.) is Frank Heinrich of 
the Concerned Citizens of 
B C. group, another unregis- 
lered organization. Vice 
president is Joseph Pullen, 
the Coombs-Hilliers-Erring- 
ton director of (he Nanaimo 
Regional District, and one of 
the prime movers in the Er- 
cohill Landowners' Associa¬ 
tion which has been fighting 
some regional zoning bylaws 
through the courts. 

Heinrich said in an Inter¬ 
view that he is getting "very 
good" response to advertise¬ 
ments placed in “six or 
seven" Vancouver Island 
papers last week appealing 
for donations 

He could not say how many 
members the group has to 
dale 

"We’re getting very good 
response so far - something 
like 15 to 20 replies a day. 
They are sending in dona¬ 
tions to help start the ball 
rolling on this." 

Heinrich said he could not 
say how much money has 
been collected to date 

"People are sending in any ¬ 
thing from {1 up." 

He could not say what the 
highest donation has been. 

Asked if he has considered 
registering the group as a 
business or under the Socie¬ 
ties Act he said: "There is no 
need to register. We are a 
non-profit organization " 

He said they hope to get a 
caravan, and already have a 
plane and boat at their dis¬ 
posal “to carry the mes¬ 
sage " 

Bill Tindall of the Belter 
Business Bureau said he has 
had enquiries about the orga 
niz.ation "People are show 
ing some interest in the ob¬ 
jectives and the query is -i* 


the organization incorporat¬ 
ed. and of course it isn’t." 

"Usually one of the first 
things an organization does 
-especially one that is col¬ 
lecting money - is to regis¬ 
ter." said Tindall. 

This means that an annual 
report has to be filed with the 
Registrar of Companies, and 
an annual audit has to be 
made showing all revenue 
and expenditures, along with 
any distribution of money to 
directors or lo members 


"This registration does a 
good deal lo Instill confidence 
in prospective members." 
Tindall pointed out."It sim¬ 
ply proves that the organiza¬ 
tion is accountable. 

"What we are doing with 
people who phone us. Is tell¬ 
ing them that the organize 
lion is new. that it is not 
registered, and that If they 
wish to send money they 
must do it with the knowl¬ 
edge that It is not a struc¬ 
tured body." 


The advertisement placed 
in the papers was headed 
LATRAC of B.C.. and called 
for the abolition of regional 
boards with a return lo muni¬ 
cipal governments. 

According to the advertise¬ 
ment regional board direc¬ 
tors spend millions on out¬ 
dated sewage outfalls and on 
studies, raise taxes without 
increasing services, override 
municipal planning deci¬ 
sions, force planning deci¬ 
sions on citizens, and create 
artiflcianl land freezes and 
green belts without cumpen 
satiun. 

"The only way lohalt this 
nightmare bureaucracy Is 
through massive public out 
cry and provincial leglsla 
tipn." according to the ad 
"You need our help and sup 
port, we need your contrlbu 
lions of large or small dona 
lions.” 

There are three requests 
for muney in the advertise 
ment. which promises to 
spend the money on a provin¬ 
cial informatibn program 
and lo push for legislation to 
abolish regional boards. 

Heinrich said he started 
the organization at the re¬ 
quest of a “group of business 
men from up-island." 

According to the advertise 
ment Latrac has the support 
of businessmen, taxpayers, 
lawyers. MLAs. aldermen, 
regional board directors and 
private citizens throughout 
B.C. 

Heinrich said many of the 
group's supporters do not 
wish to be identified, but said 
"There are a couple of 
mayors up-Island who are 
going to support us. I'm sure, 
if we just contact them." 

Progressive Conservative 
leader Vic Stephens also sup¬ 
ports the concept, according 
to Heinrich. 

The businessmen, who he 
said had contacted him. he 
later identified as Pullen's 
group, the Ercohill Landown 
ers’ Association. 

That group was successful 
in a court fight to quash a 
subdivision freeze in the 
Coombs-Hilliers-Errington 
area

Revamped version on the books 


Nanaimo takes look at community plan

NANAIMO — City council's select committee on the 
community plan has had its first look at Nanaimo's re¬ 
vamped community plan 

The plan, which has been adapted Ui mecl the require 
ments of new provincial legislation, is designed to serve i 
the community's needs for 10 years, until 1988. and putlines 
policies on land use as well as on servicing, traffic and im 
plementation of the plan 

Once adopted, the plan will be followed up by specific 
comprehensive zoning for the city. 

The select committer will have another look at the plan 
before a workshop session in which it makes adjustments 
lo the document. Then it will be sent to the council for pos 
slble public hearing and adoption 

The plan is scheduled to be reviewed every three years. , 
with the ninth-year review being the starting point of 
designing the community plan for the next 19 years. 

The plan was presented to the select committee Wed¬ 
nesday night, by Jay Wallenberg, a consultant who has 
been aiding in the plan's preparation, and city plan 
ping director BUI MacKey. 

The plan draft notes that there is ample land in the city 
of Nanaimo to take care of the city's need for residen¬ 
tial land for at least 15 years. 

Wallenberg said that the planners used the most con 
servative estimate possible, by assuming a high rate of 
growth tor the city, to determine the amount of land 
available 


The estimate was for a growth rale of five per rent, 
or about 2.090 people a year, but it could be as low as 2.5 
per cent, or only 1.900 a year, Wallenberg said. 

There is already a supply of four to five years of residen 
tial lots on the market, with another year and a half in 
the planning stages. Land that is or can be serviced will 
provide enough lots for the next 14 to 13 years. 

For that reason, the plan proposes a city policy of not 
extending publicly financed sewer trunks and holding 
back two major areas from development. 

The Linley Valley should be held back from develop 
ment. except for possibly 10-aere subdivision, so that it will 
be available for the city's future growth needs Also lo be 
held back is tree farm land owned by MacMillan Bloedel 
which is in the city limits in Chase River. 

The plan suggests that the city concentrate on filling in 
the areas when; serv icing already exists or can be easily 
extended and that some areas develop to higher den 
sities, with towohouxes and apartments 

But. those multiple family dwellings will have lo meet 
special criteria under the community plan. 

The apartments and townhouses wiU not be introduced 
into single family neighborhoods, except on a case-by- 
case basis, and the multi-family dwellings should be with a 
quarter mile of regional or community shopping, schools 
and public transit. 

The plan a No designates several areas as rural resi¬ 
dential These areas, which can be serviced by water but 


would likely never be served by sewer, would be allowed 
two-acre lots. Land in the agricultural land reserve should 
not be tampered with, the plan says. 

The plan outlines several alternatives for the guidance 
of commercial development In the city and suggests a 
route for the council ip follow 
It attacks the problem of shopping downtown versus 
shopping in large regional shopping centres. 

The plan suggests that regional centres be allowed, to 
give city residents the increase in retail shopping that 
they desire, while the office space outside of dontown be 
limited and the downtown development group be en¬ 
couraged 

The plan says that residential use of the downtown com¬ 
mercial area should be encouraged and that the city's 
downtown waterfront must be carefully planned, because its 
boundaries are limited. 

Discussing economic development and industry, the 
plan says that- the Nanaimo area's primary industries, 
such as logging, fishing and mining, Is unlikely lo expand 
to any great extent. So, the city must concentrate on sec¬ 
ondary industry, such as pulp mills and sawmlls and third- 
level activities such as storage, distribution, shipping, 
tourism and government. 

The plan suggests that the new Duke Point development 
be reserved especially for industry that is suited lo the 
site, while activities such as warehousing be directed lo 
the already-established Industrial areas In the city. 

Protection of environmentally valuable areas Is out 


lined by the plan. 11 suggests already-existing parks and 
green areas be connected through the city's lakes and 
streams and along the waterfront. 

Also to be considered are historic sites and other recre 
ation areas. 

Co-operative planning Is needed with both the school 
board and the parks and recreation commission, the plan 

says. 

The city of Nanaimo has four major road-planning 
concerns, the plan says. These include the need for a 
new north-south arterial road through the city; major arte 
rial and collector roads; downtown traffic problems and the 
possible future highways bypass around (he city. 

The select committee was told that the need for a new 
north-south arterial is becoming critical. The Island High 
way is becoming more crowded every day, and the 
four-lane Pearson Bridge, near downtown, already car¬ 
ries half the traffic of the six-lane Second Narrows 
Bridge In Vancouver. 

The report also considers transit -Concerns such as the 
regional bus system, the B.C. Ferries terminal and Its pro¬ 
posed move to Gabriola Island and the E k N Railroad. 

Once the plan Is adopted, city zoning will be adjusted to 
conform with the plan. But. the planners stressed, the 
plan Is flexible and In the context of the plan's policies 
and the local needs 

Adoption of the plan would also lead to more detailed 
study of certain areas, such as the downtown waterfront, 
Nicol aad Terminal and other specific concerns. 
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Dutch to McCarthy: 
‘Back to Canada ’ 


AMSTERDAM (Reuter) — The 
Dutch government Insisted Fri¬ 
day that Irishman Patrick 
McCarthy, deported here Thurs¬ 
day from Vancouver, will have to 
be flown back to Canada against 
his will and that of the Canadian 
government. 

McCarthy, 24. spent Friday In a 
Dutch Royal Constabulary cell at 
Schipbol Airport while his law¬ 
yers, Canadian officials and the 
' Dutch government wrangled over 
what to do with him. 

McCarthy was deported from 
Canada because authorities said 
he fit the description of a man 
wanted in Ireland for a bank rob¬ 
bery. 

But when he arrived handcuffed 
in Amsterdam escorted by two 
Canadian immigration officials to 
change planes for Dublin. Dutch 
authorities intervened and told the 
Canadian officials they have no 
authority to detain- him in the 
Netherlands. 


The Canadian embassy in The 
Hague tried without success Fri¬ 
day to persuade the Dutch govern 
ment to change Its decision that he 
should be flown back to Canada. 

“He cannot be admitted to Can¬ 
ada. and he will be detained if he 
does return there," an embassy 
spokesman said. 

McCarthy’s lawyer John Taylor 
of Vancouver, who arrived on the 
CP Air flight with McCarthy, 
praised Dutch Justice authorities 
for their intervention at the air¬ 
port. 

"This young guy hasn’t commit¬ 
ted any offence and he says the 
bank robbery charge is a case of 
mistaken identity. The Irish gov¬ 
ernment has not shown any inter¬ 
est in extraditing him,” Taylor 
told an interviewer. 

McCarthy said he does not want 
to go back to Ireland and would 
prefer to be set free to go to West 
Germany than return to Canada.

Arctic 
pact 
‘a lesson 


OTTAWA (CP) — A tentative land settlement 
agreement announced Friday by the federal govern¬ 
ment and the Inult of the Western Arctic should 
encourage other native groups to settle their land 
claims promptly, says Indian Affairs Minister Hugh 
Faulkner. 

The settlement would give the native people of the 
Western Arctic—who call themselves Inuvialuit—95.- 
H30 square kilometres of land and $45 million. This 
works out to $18,000 for each of the 2.500 Inuit 
residents, but' the money 
will be paid out over 14

years, beginning in 1901. 

In return, the Inult will 
give up all claim to the 136,- 
800 square kilometres of the 
Western Arctic which In¬ 
cludes the resource-rich 
Mackenzie River delta. 

Faulkner said' at a news 
conference that the agree¬ 
ment with the Committee for 
Original People’s Entitle¬ 
ment may serve as a model 
for future land claims settle¬ 
ments. No settlement with 
other groups claiming land in 
the Eastern Arctic, the 
Mackenzie delta or the Yukon 
would offer a better deal than 
C O P E, is getting. 

It involves a rectangular 
area of land and sea in the 
Northwest Territories whose 
southern boundary runs from 
a point just west of Aklavik, 
east to a point on Victoria 
Island. The southwestern 
point is due north of Chilkoot 
Pass, B.C., and the southeast- 
em point is due north of Medi¬ 
cine Hat. 

The agreement should be a 
lesson to other native groups. 
Faulkner said. It shows "you 
can negotiate a land claim in 
five months or six months if 
you put your mind to it." 

He said the Dene Nation. 
Inuit Tapirisat of Canada and 
other native groups are not 
serving the best Interests of 
their people by dragging out 
land claim negotiations. 

The proposals, contained in 
a 106-page joint position 
paper, were approved by the 
federal cabinet Thursday and 
now must be approved by In¬ 
uvialuit communities. 

C.O.P.E. president Sam 
Raddi said he does not fore¬ 
see any problem getting this 
approval. The agreement 
would allow Inuvialuit to pro 
tect their traditional way of 
life while developing in Cana¬ 
dian society. 

The agreement would give 
the Inuvialuit: 

• Outright ownership of 12.- 
950 square kilometres. In¬ 
cluding mineral, oil and gas 
rights. 

• Ownership of an addi¬ 
tional 82.880 square kilo¬ 
metres without full under 
ground rights. On these lands 
the Inuvialuit would have 
guaranteed access to under¬ 
ground resources and the 
right to set up participation 
agreements with developers 

• $45 million to be paid 
from 1981 to 1994 in annual 
instalments. At the request or 
C.O.P.E., Ihe amounts will 
begin small and Increase 
later. 

• Ownership of all water 
bodies on Ihe land, but not 
exclusive fishing rights. 


Los Angeles gags 
in clouds of smog 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Hospitals treated 
increased numbers of patients with breath¬ 
ing problems, industries were asked to cut 
operations and motorists were urged to 
drive only when necessary as severely 
polluted air hung over much of the Los 
Angeles-metropolitan area Friday. 

James Rirakos. deputy executive officer 
of the South Coast Air Quality Management 
District, said severe conditions probably 
would continue today but should impove by 
Sunday, mostly because there Is less busi¬ 
ness and industrial activity on weekends 

However, Kaiser Medical Foundation 
spokesman Jim McBride said the group's 
medical centre in the Fontana area reported 
"a significant increase in the number of 
patients complaining about breathing prob¬ 
lems in the last few days." 

Exact figures are not available. 

Air quality officials issued a second stage 
smog alert Friday afternoon for the western 
San Gabriel valley. Similar alerts are likely 
in the eastern end of the valley and the 
Fontana and Upland areas. 80 kilometres 
east of downtown Los Angeles. 

A second-stage alert is called when con¬ 
centrations of ozone, which Is formed by- 
chemical changes In nitrogen oxides and 
hydrocarbons, reach 3(4 times the normal 
level. 

The final, third-stage, alert level probably 
will not be reached. Birakos said. That 


stage, he said, is "the equivalent of declar¬ 
ing a national holiday" and many businesses 
would be closed down 
The situation in Los Angeles, long con¬ 
sidered synonymous with smog, is consider¬ 
ed severe even by local standards 
The problem results from an atmospheric- 
inversion—a layer of warm air that keeps 
cooler air and smog trapped beneath it. The 
situation is worsened because the Los An¬ 
geles basin is ringed with mountains that 
trap the smog under the warm air and keep 
it from dispersing 

Because of the deteriorating air quality 
Friday, the old. the young and the III wen- 
advised to go indoors. Doctors said the smog 
might irritate lungs and air passages and 
make It difficult to breathe 
As pollution levels began climbing Thurs¬ 
day, Birakos said power plants were told to 
switch boilers from oil to clean-burning 
natural gas where possible. 

The Los Angeles Department of Water and 
Power said it reduced its local power gen 
eration by about one-third and switched all 
of its plants to natural gas. Southern Califor¬ 
nia Edison was reported using gas for at 
least 80 per cent of its electricity generation 
Industries were ordered to keep their 
trucks and cars off the area’s roads as much 
as possible, encourage car-pooling by em¬ 
ployees and, in many cases, to reduce their 
operation and send employees home.

The verdict and sentence 
capped an 18-month Kremlin 
campaign against dissent 
and may foreshadow a new 
deterioration in East-West 
detente. 

U.S. President Carter, on a 
state visit to West Germany, 
said the outcome of the five- 
day trial produced "a sad¬ 
ness the whole world feels.” 

Shcharansky's brother. 
Leonid, said the 36-year-old 
dissident was quietly defiant 
in his closing statement to the 
court, vowing, impossibly: 
“Next year in Jerusalem!"— 
the ancient rallying cry of 
scattered Jewry. 

As word of the verdict 
reached them, a crowd of 75 
supporters outside the court¬ 
house hummed a Jewish 
hymn. Standing among them. 
Shcharansky's 70-year-old 
mother said, sobbing: "They 
carried out the lie, the utter

She called on sportsmen 
around the world to put 
pressure on their Olympic 
committees to cancel the 1980 
Olympic games in Moscow 
and transfer them to a more 
suitable location. 

.Scientists should refuse to 
co-operate with Soviet scien¬ 
tists and even buying tickets 
to see a Soviet ballet would be 
co-operating with the evil 
forces of the world, she said.

Quebec balks 
at talks date 

QUEBEC (CP) — Quebec is willing to participate in 
constitutional talks planned for Ihe fall. Premier Rene 
Levesque said Friday in a letter to Prime Minister Trudeau. 

But the Quebec premier added that he has previous 
commitments early in September when Trudeau has sug¬ 
gested that the talks between the federal government and 
representatives of the provinces begin. 

Trudeau decided that the federal-provincial meeting 
would begin Sept. 11, after consulting the other provinces 
but failing to discuss the date with Quebec, the letter says. 

Levesque would prefer to meet with Trudeau and the 
other premiers after the second week in October, when the 
Quebec national assembly resumes sitting. 

The premier said Claude Morin, his intergovernmental 
affairs minister, would be willing to meet with federal 
officials to work out an agreement on a suitable date. 

He notes that his Parti Quebecols government was 
elected after it promised to hold a referendum un the 
"replacing of the existing federal regime by new constitu¬ 
tional arrangements.” 

The national assembly recently passed a law setting up 
Ihe framework to allow that referendum. Levesque said, 
and “It is in this context that your government has decided 
once again to begin discussions on constitutional reform " 

Such talks have been going on since the early 1950s. he 
notes, but this new round will not affect the PQ govern¬ 
ment's commitment to hold a referendum. 


The Victoria local of Ihe 
Canadian Brewery Workers 
Union has derided to go it 
alone and press for resump¬ 
tion of talks on a local basis in 
the beer dispute that has tied 
up B.C. stocks for more than 
five weeks. 

The local's executive, say 
ing it was acting in "good 
faith." sent a telegram Fri¬ 
day to Labatt's management 
in Vancouver calling for an 
immediate return to the bar¬ 
gaining table. A reply from 
Labatt's late Friday indicat¬ 
ed Individual talks were out 
of the question. 

The development was In 
marked contrast to the stand 
of other brewery workers in 
the province who are report 
ed “dug In” and determined 
to let management make the 
first move. The reasoning of 
the others Is that in all but 
one case—Carling O'Keefe In 
Vancouver—the workers 
have been locked out by the 
industry. 

The lockout at Labatt's in 
Victoria and New Westmin¬ 
ster. Mulson’s in Vancouver, 
and Columbia at Creston, fol¬ 
lowed a strike that began 
May 26 at Carling O'Keefe. 

Ray Wainwright, president 
of the union's Victoria Ideal,

VANCOUVER (CP) - Fishermen belong 
ing to Ihe United Fishermen and Allied 
Workers Union have been asked to stop 
fishing In preparation for a strike by 4.000 
shoreworkers at noon Sunday.

He announced that the shoreworkers. also 
members of the UFAWU. rejected the latest 
Fisheries Association of British Columbia 
wage offer by a 82 per cent margin during a 
series of meetings at points along the coast. 
Earlier they had voted 75 per cent In favor of 
a strike. 

Hewison said 900 workers at Pori Ed¬ 


wards near Prince Rupert were already off 
the Job. 

About 600 tendermen. who work on Ihe 
packing ships, are already in purl, either 
Vancouver or Prince Rupert, to vole on the 
industry's wage offer. The union urged Ihe 
members to reject the proposed $6.78-a-da> 
increase in wages 

Hewison said the shoreworker strike will 
be called off if the companies come up with 
"an acceptable offer.” The shoreworkers 
have been offered a 55-ccnl-an-hour increase 
on rates of $6.72 at base. $7.37 for production 
workers in canneries. $7.59 in cold storage 
plants and $8.89 for tradesmen 

The union is seeking a $12 50 a-day in 
crease for tendermen and a 85-cent-an-hour 
increase for the shoreworkers.

"From first glance it would 
appear most of the artifacts 
may have come from crates 
which fell Into the river while 
they were being unloaded."

He said Ihe Ontario govern¬ 
ment has control over the re¬ 
covery project, although 
technically the artifacts were 
found on federal property 

Bosveld said most of Ihe 
artifacts, which will be taken 
to Cornwall, Ont. to be pres¬ 
erved and catalogued, prob¬ 
ably w ill be returned and dls 
played at the fort.

Jenkins said he did not accept the principle that properly 
tax should be based on "a fictitious assessment, predicated 
tin Ihe v-glues of less than 5% of the properties on Ihe markol 
at one lime whilst purporting lo value 100% of provincial 
properties, as if such properties Were vended at one and Ihe 
same lime.” v 

He continued: "! do not accept the false values created 
by Illicit restriction, unrealistic and unauthorised ronlng 
and planning and the imposition of capital gains lax." 

Jenkins said that In the past he has accepted the 
proposition that taxes should be based on ability to pay, as 
part of the privilege of citizenship. 

"Politicians have abused the people's ability lo pay 
and have squandered, recklessly and waslcfully. Ihe money 
so paid. So much so that people have lost faith with 
politicians and-pride in themselves. 

"Now It is up to people to regain this dignity by recog 
nizing that theft, robbery, plundering, larceny and ex 
lortion. when committed In the name of government, is 
no answer lo society's problems and only increases them." 

Jenkins said that as a prudent man he has been able to 
manage his affairs within an economy sick with inflation 
by reducing expenditures accordingly. Governments should 
be able to do the same. 

"I did not waste my time, in 1939 lo 1913 inclusive, pro 
telling my right to reasonable government and to re 
sponsible freedoms lo have irresponsible political piran 
has and Ihelr parasitical cohorts. Ihe empire builders 
and paper distorters, confiscate my property, obtained 
by me through hard work and saving, through capri¬ 
cious and irrelevant taxation merely because the politi¬ 
cian's sole ability to administer is to devour funds and to 
continually demand more." 

These politicians and bureaucrats, he said, provide 
for their own security by over paid salaries and ex 
pense allowances and indexed pensions 
"Any idiot can sit on his haunches and wall for more, 
bul it takes a person of uncommon ability lo continue 
to provide service for less."

Off he went to Capital Iron. 

Here's the conversalion as 
he-recalls it: 

Warren: "Do you fellows 
have the* necessary material 
lo make me two sets of ball 
ant) chain for my wife's cake- 
deeoratlng store?" 

Employee: "We don't have 
any of the balls. What did you 
plan lo do with them?" 

Wnrren: “Rem them, much 
ihe .Lay you guys do, lo stags 
and parties. " 

Employee: "Nope. I don't 
know where you could get 


balls like that. We could weld 
some pieces of metal to¬ 
gether and slick it lo two 
chains. You'd get Ihe same 
effect." 

Warren, thinking to him¬ 
self: Same effect, my toe 
Who's going lo rent that kind 
of item from anybody. 

Warren, aloud: "Listen fel¬ 
lows. one of Ihe main reasons 
I want these things Is that I 
have two runaway sons. One 
of them has run away about 
40 limes and I want to make 
sure that when they're 
caught this time, they won't 
run away again. A national 
magazine wants lo do a story 
about this unusual way that 
boys can be prevented from 
running and stealing. Now 
can you picture me holding a 
bunch of ugly steel together 
and telling Ihe camareman 
that this is the ball and chain 
that Capital Iron made tor 
me?" 


Employee: "All right, we ll 
get you together a good-look¬ 
ing couple of sels. but re¬ 
member. you have lo say 
that they were made at Capi¬ 
tal Iron." 

Warren says within two or 
three minutes, two 45-pound 
steel balls were delivered lo 
the welding shop In prepara¬ 
tion for his order. 

He says he had to promise 
several limes that he 
wouldn't use them to chain up 
bis boys. 

He says that would be 
pretty difficult, even if he 
wanted to do So. 

"The basement of our 
home? Heavens, with five 
sons at home I couldn't hide 
anything in our basement, let 
alone two of them." 

He says one next door 
neighbor is a Mounlie. Ihe 
other a probation officer. 


"Just try chaining two 
teenagers in your basement 
with lhal kind of action on 
cither side of you.” 

Well. It seems Capital Iron 
had misgivings about the 
whole thing and phoned the 
RCMP. and Wednesday 
morning, two officers showed 
up at Ihe Warrens' house. 

Warren says nubody was 
home. But to the officers' 
surprise. Warren's next-door 
neighbor, the Mountie, 

I urned out lo be the second in 
command of their detach¬ 
ment. 

The neighbor led his col¬ 
leagues lo the basement win¬ 
dow and showed them the 
sets of bait and chain, in 
plain view. 

According to Warren, his 
Mountie neighbor is still re¬ 
covering from the laughing 
fit he had 

Rut Warren doesn't think 
it's all that funny Here he 
was. try ing to buy something 
for his wife's business, and 
next thing he knew the RCMP 
suspected him of having a 
couple of teenagers chained 
up in his basement. 

As for Capital Iron, he won¬ 
ders what would happen if he 
ever tried to buy a butcher 
knife there.

He appeared for sentencing Friday after Judge Fre¬ 
derick Green reviewed a report un his mental history 
Hogg took Ihe cheese from a city grocery store because 
he was hungry, defence counsel Barry Mah Ming told 
Green Friday 

Mah Ming said he understood lhal Hogg hud been re 
reiving welfare al one point from the human resources 
mijUstry, but his payments were cut off 
Senior probation offlrer Graham Ross Smith wav in 

Hm courtroom and confirmed this to Green. 


Ross-Smith said a social worker for Ihe Fern wood of¬ 
fice of the human resources ministry, Harold Loeppky. 
"was quite adamant about not giving any more social 
assistance lo Mr. Hogg." 

Loeppky had said that Hogg was not responsible with hie 
money. Ross-Smith said. 

Hogg appeared to have no means of support, Ross 
soiith said. 

"He has indicated to me that if he Is hungry, he will 
have to take food." Ross Smith said 

llogg had a history of family and mental problems, 
Ituss-Smith told Ihe court. 

Short periods of treatment at psychiatric hospitals In 
Ontario and at the Eric Martin Institute had apparently 
not proved useful lo Hogg, he said * 

Ross smith concluded Hut Hogg appeared lo be Incap¬ 


able of coping with life In a realistic fashion, and had no 
roots In the Victoria community. 

Ross-Smith said Hogg had told him he was married re¬ 
cently In Vancouver. He said Hogg's mother lives in Lon¬ 
don. Ont. 

Crown coqnsel Donald Laughton told Green that Hogg had 
been living in a shed at the rear of someone's property in 
Victoria 

Laughton said. "1 think I agree wllh Mo- Ross-Smith 
that this man needs more help than punishment." 

During the proceedings Hogg sal In Ihe defendant s 
box wearing a borrowed navyltlue pin-striped suit He 
looked straight ahead; occasionally he would smile to 
himself 

Judge Green gave Hogg a suspended sentence, six 


months probation, and ordered him to take psychologi¬ 
cal counselling, life skill programs or other therapy. 

"Frankly, Mr Ross-Smith, there's probably not much 
any body can do," Green said. 

Green also took Into consideration defence counsel Mah 
Ming's comments that Hogg "didn't think he could stand 
another two weeks (in custody) at the Wilkinson Road jail." 

Ross-Smith.said in an Interview following the trial. 
"The whole criminal justice system Is Incapable of deal 
Ing wllh people like Hogg " 

lie said he agreed with Judge Green's verdict, but 
unless Hogg had a friend lo help out. there was a good 
chance he would grt hungry Friday night and steal a loaf 
of bread or some cheese 

Then. Rows-Smilh said, ihe man would run tip against 
the law again

"I'm the busiest retiree

As much as I am opposed to 
Lite whole Idea of collecting as 
an investment 1 will admit to 
a soft spot lor old maps. They 
are rare, they are fragile, 
they are of great historical 
Interest, they at* beautiful, 
they come in the most limited 
of edition*, they are expen 
sive and the price can do 
nothing but grow 

Who can walk past an aid 
handmade map without stop¬ 
ping to take a good look at it? 
Early maps are copper plate 
engravings, hand coloured in 
bright vegetable dyes. They 
may trade for as much as 
II.MN apiece. The value is 
enhanced by the fact that 
early mapmaking was an art 
form, and the great eartog 
raphers of the 17th century 
John Speed. Jan Jansson and 
William Blaen — were 
famous for their beautiful 
and ornate wort. 

Here in Baccalcarum (an 
early name for Canada 
meaning Land of the Codfish I 
— or Terra Nova or New 
France or Francisca — early 
maps showed us a group of 
islands just off the Asian 
mainland. Then came One 
Hus' maps showing the St. 
Lawrence as far inland as 
llochelaga (Montreal) bul 
blissfully unaware of the 
Great Lakes. They appeared 
on early Canadian maps one 
at a time and it was not until 
the end of the 17th century 
that all five af the Great 
Lakes were discovered. 

The phases of discovery in 
lands are all laid out on the 
early maps. There was no 
West Coast before the end of 
the ltth ceatary and no 
Northern const until the mid 
IBth. Imagination ran high 
with those early mapmakrrs 
according to whom there was 
a great W estern sea covering 
most of what is now B.C and 


Alberta and a network af 
non-existent riven ill ever 
■ S a s kat ch ewan and Manitoba 
along which you could sail 
from Hudson's Bay to the Pa 
cifk 

As 1 said, the early map 
makers were artists and 
what ts an artist without 
imagination? Maps mad* to 
accompany (he wonderful 
tall tales of travel which were 
the best sellers of (heir day. 
tended to reflect the tall talcs 
rather than the actual topog¬ 
raphy The rivers of Sas¬ 
katchewan and the gnat in¬ 
land sea of British Columbia 
all originated from a voyage 
attributed to an Italian Ad¬ 
miral DeFome around 1734 
The mapmakers loved It. 

For the beginning map col¬ 
lector the best place to start 
is at your local museum. The 
Sigmud Samuel Gallery in 
tpieen s Park Crescent To¬ 
ronto. has a fine collectian 
and ts also a mine of inform* 
lion

That is not to say. how 
ever, that the series Isn’t 
hyped with special effects of 
spaceships and extraterres 
tial beings. In fact, a casual 
viewer might get the idea 
that the spaceships are for 
real rather than a re-creation 
of someone's reported sight¬ 
ing 

"We’re not saying they 're 
from outer space." Webb 
said.

Beat known aa a poet (a collection of poems titled The 
Shadow Maker won her a Governor General's Award In 
IMS), she has also written two novels and a collection of 
abort stories. 

MacEwen (now 37) cuts rather a romantic figure on 
the Canllt scene; her first published poem appeared In the 
Canadian Forum when she was IS and three yearn later 
she was launched on a full-time career as a writer Her 
Interests are exotic and even arcane: spare exploration is 
as compatible a subject as ancient Egypt and she has 
translated some modern Arabic poetry In Mermaids and 
Ikons she explores her impressions of contemporary 
Greece In typical MacEwen style. Lowell Thomas was 
never like this. 

Always and everywhere, MacEwen Is conscious of 
Greece's glorious past; for her it exists side-by-side with 
the more mundane present. She goes to Olympia, for 
example, has "several glasses of the local wine." 
drowses In the sun and strikes up a conversation with 
Phidias, (the Phidias, who sculpted “the great statue of 
Zeus ") At Mystras. she searches in vain for the ghost of 
the Emperor Constantine which is said to appear as a 
"great white horse" hovering over the abandond city, 
and has to be content with a vision of Constantine himself, 
at his coronation. ("This is accident, a miracle I merely 
record what I saw.”) 

Other excesses Include a predilection for superla¬ 
tives (“Terrific,” "exquisite," "colossal," “marvel¬ 
lous," "gigantic,” “amazing" are favorite adjectives) 
and a. rampant egotism which reveals Itself in cutesy 
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Nobody Believes Him, Even Telling Truth 


colloquialisms and snide remarks about fellow sight¬ 
seers Here's an example of MacEwen's style at Ha 
worst: "1 think it was Saturday when we went to Mycen¬ 
ae 1 can't be sure, but I'm going by the feeling that 
certain days have certain colors, and Ibis was a blonde 
day — dusty blonde, to be more precise." 

Now that we have ail that over with, we are free te 
consider MacEwen at her best. Personal idiosyncracies 
aside land aside is as far removed aa they get; It Is 
impossible to block them out totally). Mermaids and 
Ikons A Greek Summer does Impart a subtle sense of 
Greek personelity, culture and experience which no more 
orthodox travel guide could possibly rqual. 

Inexperience makes me unable to assess the degree 
of truth in MacEwen's Insights into Greece, but several of 
them are arresting enough to be convincing. "What a 
fight the Greeks put up when all Is lost.’", she will say. 
about a aoecer game, or "Greece presents a very real 
challenge to whoever goes there — a challenge to do 
more, to be more, to better the present moment In 
whatever way Is possible, to improv ise, to expand" 

She Is especially Interesting on the subject of light, 
which strikes her as "the final mystery." ("You can't 


really begin to think la Greece until things get dark ... 
All those tons of sunlight hammering away at the pillars 
of the Acropolis makes history toe lurid Is be real...")

Frederick Busch has had 
the courage (gall?) to make 
Charles Dickens his subject 
la The Mutual Friend (or a 
decu-drama of those harrow¬ 
ing last years when, riddled 
with anguish about his failed 
marriage and secret liaison 
with Ellen Tertian, doubting 
his powers as a novelist, wor¬ 
ried about the financial se¬ 
curity of his large family. 
Dickens embarked on a sui¬ 
cidal coarse of public read¬ 
ings in England and Ameri¬ 
ca. hastening his own death 
with a kind of greedy relish, 
but leaving a twin memorial 
at England's finest novelist 
and as an incredible actor. 

It is a subject of over¬ 
whelming dramatic appeal in 
Itself These last years from 
the American reading lour 
•f IK7-UK until Dickens' death 
In HOT are'apocalyptic, draw¬ 
ing into focus all the gaiety, 
recklessness, pride and tor- 
mem of a genius once de¬ 
scribed as "the master of all 


some memoirs (notably 
George Dolby's as Dickens’ 
tour manager) and Edgar 
Johnson’s splendid biogra¬ 
phy. now available in one vol¬ 
ume. 

His story Is In fact told 
mainly from Dolby's adul¬ 
atory and sometimes hurt 
standpoint, a biased view all 
the more unreliable by virtue 
of his apparently writing 
from the TB ward of a charity 
hospital in 1890 

This Is the unreliable nar¬ 
rator with a vengeance, even 
when supplemented by testi¬ 
mony from other sources 
such as Georgina Hogarth, 
the sister qf Dickens’ wife, 
Kate, the abandoned wife 
herself, and a prostitute from 
Urania Cottage (a reference 
to the project Dickens 
launched with Baronness 
Coutts) who assists the sex¬ 
ual education of Dickens' 
youngest son, Plorn. in a 
scene of abject crudity. 

Busch is nothing if not dar 
tng with his ideas, making 
Ellen Ternan give her ver¬ 
sion of the love affair — a 
rapid revulsion from the 
fumblings and gropings of a 
man old enough to be her 
father. Since we have in fart 


no record whatsoever of her 
relations with the novelist, 
this section makes for some 
amusement. 

The next best thing by far Is 
George Dolby’s revolting ac¬ 
count of doss house life to¬ 
ward the end of the novel, a 
skilful integration of social 
history in which Busch can do 
something truly creative with 
his character and get far 
enough from his sources to 
make something imaginali- 
vely vital out of the material. 

All of which points to the 
book's fundamental draw¬ 
back. Everywhere one Is con¬ 
scious of the scholar's notes 
(Busch Is a professor of IMh 
century fiction), the epi¬ 
grams, the quotations from 
letters, the sources I have 
already quoted, which stand 
out like a row of teeth crudely 
stitched into the fabric of the 
novel. The characters are 
Madame Tussaud effigies 
with tape-recorders hidden in 
them. 

Along with some unhappy 
juxtapositions of crude 20(h 
century idiom and Victorian 
formality, there are some 
Americanisms that sit un¬ 
comfortably with the Iran-

scriptions of Dickens's usual 
wit and eloquence: He would 
never have said to Dolby “Go 
send telegraphs some place," 
especially in London. Nor 
would he have said “overly," 
or referred to "squash," 
which In England is still a 
game and not a vegetable. 

One has only to recall what 
Dickens actually wrote about 
his adventures during the 
lour of America to be made 
uncomforrtable by Busch's 
narrative For example: “We 
had an old buffalo for supper, 
and an old pig for breakfast, 
and we are going to have I 
don't know what for dinner at 
six" (Dickens). “Everyone 
stared at the man whose 
shoulders ended In paper and 
ink" (Busch). • 

It is unfair to expert a novel 
about Dickens to sound like 
Dickens, but one can fairly 
object to how Busch has di¬ 
minished him. He emerges as 
a chilling, wizened monster, 
tottering through Syracuse or 
Utica or Preston and the 
north of England, dragging 
his unfeeling left leg and lath¬ 
ering himself in the frenzied 
readings, bullying a rather 
rancorous Dolby, dnstng him¬ 
self up w ith laudanum, maun¬ 
dering over his lost childhood 
and his lost Ellen, making a 
will, seeing ghosts, and 
greedily awaiting nemesis. 
This Dickens Is more of a 
midget than a Titan.

Man Lashes Back at TV

Outside of working hours, 
the average North American 
spends roughly half his wak¬ 
ing Me held mesmerized by 
the glare of the television- 
tube Ibis appalling statistic 
It so familiar that in most of 
us k induces not even a token 
knee-jerk of response. Yet it 
remains the most telling sin¬ 
gle indicator of the impact 
TV has on both our individual 
and our collective existence. 

Over the past decades a 
great deal of ink has been 
spilled la elucidate the social 
and psychological dimen¬ 
sions of Ibis new phenome¬ 
non The debate has been vo¬ 
ciferous but inconclusive, 
nod few of the contributions 
to it are even marginally 
worth reading Indeed, the 
rumotative impression they 
leave b that TV must be pos¬ 
sessed of some occult power 
to muddy the thinking of Its 
critics, driving them en 
masse to roundly mbs the 
rani point 

Which is nky Jerry 
Mender’s Four Argument* 
lor l hr Elimination of Televi¬ 
sion b a very welcome book. 
To hr sure, there b a certain 
amount herein that la ques¬ 
tionable or even downright 
wrong-headed — but never¬ 
theless this study b virtually 
unique In raising almost aU 
the right questions and grap¬ 
pling with them in terms of 
aa appropriately far-reach 
tag frame of reference. 

The author b a forifler ad¬ 


man turned apostate: and as 
such he is intimately familiar 
will) the medium's power as 
an instrument of mass-man 
ipulation and subliminal 
brain washing So familiar, 
in fact, that he lends to un¬ 
derestimate or neglect many 
other salient features of the 
televisual experience — and 
perhaps also to overrate the 
uniqueness of its social role 
as an hallucinogenic opiate of 
the contemporary populace 
But even when this bias has 
been duly allowed for. the 
case he makes remains un 
comfortably persuasive. 

Briefly , Mander sees tele¬ 
vision as marking the culmi¬ 
nation of a millenia-long 
trend towards substituting 
"totally artificial environ¬ 
ments" for the natural world 
in whick our forefathers 
evolved and bad their being. 
As such, the medium bears a 
paramount responsibility for 
our present collective aliena¬ 
tion from those "larger, non¬ 
human realities" that are the 
ultimate source of all life and 
meaning. Indeed, he argues. 
TV has narrowed and coar 
sened the broad range of 
hnman experience to the 
point where our entire cul¬ 
ture is suffering from a kind 
of "mass sensory depriva¬ 
tion." accompanied by a wide 


variety of appropriately 
pathological symptoms. 

Not only does television 
have the power to alienate us 
from the real world, it simul¬ 
taneously works to reshape 
i he human psyche, pouring it 
into an artificial mold pro¬ 
perly responsive to the artifi¬ 
cial demands of the industrial 
society. 

It Is no secret that com¬ 
mercial television Is the tool 
of a select few Industrial in¬ 
terests. the giant corporate 
advertisers who indirectly 
but effectively control its 
programming. And it Is no 
secret, either, that it is In 
their collective interest to 
convert us ail into voracious 
and uncomplaining "consum¬ 
ers," the mindless main¬ 
springs of a commercially- 
oriented economy. Moreover, 
it is well-known that the chief 
function of large-scale adver¬ 
tising is to create and main¬ 
tain this artificially-condi¬ 
tioned consumer-mentality. 

But Mander contends that 
this particular effect of tele¬ 
vision is not simply an inci¬ 
dental consequence of the 
historical factors which 
handed control of our TV sets 
over to tha commercial 


powers-that-be. Rather, he 
insists, this particular conse¬ 
quence is inherent in the me¬ 
dium itself, regardless of who 
controls it. 

And it is hereabouts, I 
think, that his ingenious and 
persuasively documented in¬ 
dictment comes a cropper. 
Not that his eontra-McLu- 
hanesque analysis of the 
built-in biases and limitations 
of the medium is totally in¬ 
valid — indeed, it may well 
be the most original and in¬ 
sightful part of the book. But 
all the same, it seems to me 
that Mander carries his the¬ 
sis here loo far and too fast, 
until at last he lets it run 
away with him entirely. 

For one thing. I think he 
underestimates the extent to 
which the very factors he 
considers as "inherent" In 
the technology are in fact 
products of the complex In¬ 
teractions between that tech¬ 
nology and the commercial¬ 
ly-oriented culture that 
sustains it — a process ana¬ 
lyzed at some length by John 
M. Phelan in last year's Me- 
die h orld After all, the very 
exceptions Mander citea to 
“prove" bis rule that “the 
medium cannot deal with am¬ 
biguity, subtlety and diver¬ 
sity" (Ingmar Bergman's In¬ 
spired Scenes from a 
Marriage is one) serve rather 
to demonstrate that, under

the right circumstances, it 
both caa and does. 

Still more telling, however, 
is the consideration that 
analogous objections could 
reasonably have been raised 
at the lime of the introduction 
of aay new medium into his¬ 
tory — from spoken language 
through writing and printing 
to the modern motion-pic¬ 
ture. Each of these, every bit 
as much as telev ision, tends 
to exclude or distort impor¬ 
tant facets of living reality: 
yet each of them, through the 
very rigor of its limitations, 
also possesses the power to 
enrich and illuminate experi¬ 
ence aawell as to impoverish 
it. 


The danger comes only 
when a medium is systemati¬ 
cally misused — and particu¬ 
larly when people fall Into the 
comfortable snare of becom¬ 
ing “hooked" on It. more or 
less to the exclusion of all 
else. And few readers of Four 
Arguments for the Elimina¬ 
tion of Television will be left 
with any doubt that TV has 
become a malignant and pro¬ 
foundly debilitating Influence 
on a large part of the contem¬ 
porary Western populace. 

Yet to call for the utter 
elimination of television on 
these grounds, as Jerry 
Mander does, is, 1 believ e, as 
misdirected as it is imprac¬ 
ticable. 


Alcatraz Caper 


No one ever made a suc¬ 
cessful. proven escape from 
Alcatraz, the rock in San 
Francisco harbor that be¬ 
came the ultimate prison in 
the American system. But 
the best shot was taken by a 
Kentucky hillbilly named 
Bemie Coy and five compan 
ions. 

They took over the main 
cellbiock and except for soma 
unbelievable setbacks might 


well have succeeded. Al¬ 
though these men were not 
famous criminals, the sup¬ 
porting cast includes such as 
Machine Gun Kelly and 
Stroud, the Birdman of Alca¬ 
traz. 

Clark Howard Is a success¬ 
ful novelist, and this work Is 
obviously a labor of love. The 
book may well be considered 
a must by crime buffs, al¬ 
though its general Interest is 
limited.-F.B.

A colorful history 

Of the Russian Revolution 


I-aat week I Intended to discuss three 
books with the common theme of Russia. 
Instead, I devoted all my space to ape: 
Tolstoy Remembered, by Tatyana Tolstoy 
The background to that book was the far-off 
Russia of the lata lfth century. Today, wo 
move on to the revolutionary years, 1 SOS- 
]»!7, and then, later still, to the post Stalin 
era which, after a promising beginning, 
reverted to the familiar pattern of total 
repression of Intellectual freedom. 

Harrison Salisbury, veteran foreign cor¬ 
respondent, and for some 30 years Russian 
affairs expert tor the New York Times, has 
now written his account of the Russian 
Revolution. The epic drama, with its fea¬ 
tured players and cast of millions, is surely 
familiar to everyone, at least In outline. 
Apart from speculation and changes of em¬ 
phasis the story, inevitably, remains essen¬ 
tially the same, no matter who writes It. and 
this won't alter until some unbiased foreign 
historian miraculously gains unrestricted 
access to Soviet archives. 


Blundered into power 

A simple recital of events w hich led to the 
culminating drama of October, 1017, shows 
how these were encumbered by trivia, petty 
rivalry, miscalculation, hesitation, inepti¬ 
tude, posturing, and mistakes, and how, In 
fact, the Bolsheviks, divided and fighting 
against each other, blundered Into power — 
with Lenin, until the final moments anyway, 
playing only an occasional role. 

Now, when an old band like Salisbury 
makes himself non persons grata in Moscow 
by pointing out this huge contrast between 
legend and reality, it usually indicates be is 
signalling his retirement from Kremlin- 
watching and Is about to write his memoirs. 
To me. as an amused observer over the 
years. It also indicates the end of the rivalry 
that has persisted for 30 years between 
Salisbury and the redoutable Edward 
Crankshaw of The Observer of London. 

Crankshaw was the first to go to Russia, 
as a serving officer with the British Military 





PASTERNAK 
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Mission from 1941-43. He returned after the 
war as a journalist at about the same time 
as Salisbury, who had served In Russia In 
1944 ss a war correspondent. During the 
next three decades both men distinguished 
themselves for their able reports and com¬ 
mentaries. The marked difference between 
there was that Crankshaw’s writing, though 
better informed, was a trifle ponderous, 
whereas Salisbury, who was a superior 
newspaperman, favored colloquialisms and 
‘color’ to add impact and atmosphere to hit 
stories. 

Salisbury, from the start, had difficulty 
piercing the surface, wherets Crankshaw. 
seeking greater depth. Immersed himself in 
background to that over the years he be¬ 
came a historian and scholar while Salis¬ 
bury, through Inclination rather than lack of 
ability, remained a reporter This became 
increasingly evident when they both turned 
to writing books; Salisbury’s are more 
'readable' but Crankshaw's are more Im¬ 
portant. 

It must have pained Salisbury consider¬ 
ably when leading L'.S newspapers and 
periodicals used Crankshaw's background 
articles regularly. Even winning the Pu¬ 
litzer Prize is small compensation when 
your rival 'expert' is triumphing in your own 
bailiwick. 

Because the doctored Soviet version of 
the Russian Revolution is required reading 
in the Workers’ Paradise, it is only natural 
that long-time Moscow hands should feel 
Impelled lo make the setting straight of the 
record their swansong. Crankshaw pub¬ 
lished his version two years ago, and now 
Salisbury has given us his. Comparisons 
may be odious and not strictly cricket but. In 
this instance, I can't resist 

Both men did a great deal of preparatory 
reading but while Crankshaw concentrated 
on historical sources Salisbury focussed his 
attention an memoirs and diaries which, 
though often unreliable, are certainly more 
colorful. Extracts from these editorialized 
accounts lend excitement to the story but 
they do tend to complicate things by intro¬ 
ducing a bewildering number of superfluous 
characters. 


History, journalism 

Salisbury 's Black Night, White Snow (the 
title is taken from a poem by Blok) covers 
the period 1905 to 1917 in more than <00 
pages. Crankshaw's The Shadow of the Win¬ 
ter Palace (reviewed here Oct. 9, 1976) 
covers the period 1025 to 1917 in only 303 
pages. The former has all the immediacy of 
eye-witness reporting and contains a vivid 
picture of the prevailing atmosphere of 
chaos, consternation and disbelief, whereas 
the latter also shows the drift to revolution, 
the conditions that made It inevitable. 

Either book is well worth reading. All you 
have to decide Is whether you prefer the 
more sober writing of a journalist turned 
historian-scholar or the more lively presen¬ 
tation of one who turns history Into journal¬ 
ism. If. like me, you want lo know not only 
what happened but why It happened the 
decision becomes simple.

With A Captive of Time, by Olga Ivlns- 
kaya. we move from the Russia of Nicholas 
and Alexandra, Rasputin. Yusopov, 
Kerensky, Lenin and Trotsky to the late 
Stalin and early Khrushchev period. Here, 
we are solely conceited with the unceasing 
battle between the regime and the intelli¬ 
gentsia. euphemistically referred to as 'the 
dissidents'. And because this is a love story 


the focus is on an individual — Boris Paster¬ 
nak. 

The poet first met Olga Ivlnskaya In 1949 
In (he editorial office of the monthly literary 
journal Novy Mir, where she worked. He 
was out of favor with the Stalin regime and 
therefore barred from publishing anything. 
Ills second marriage had turned sour and he 
was desperate. The twice-widowed Olga felt 
compassion and yearned to mother Mm. He 
was St, she was It. Within days she became 
his mistress and tbe liaison lasted It years, 
until Pasternak's death. 

Olga wasn't Just a pretty face; she had 
considerable literary ability and was able to 
make inspired translations into Russian of 
foreign poets of the sump of Rabindranath 
Tagore. And as everything she wrote was 
published she became the bread* inner — In 
addition to coping with an aging lover (to 
say nothing of his wife) who was tempera 
mental and unreliable. 

Pasternak started lo consort with 
foreigners and hand them manuscripts for 
publication in the West, and the police, who 
could have taught Torquemada a few refine 
meets of torture, pounced — on Olga. To 
punish Pasternak they trumped up some 
charge and sentenced her lo four years of 
brutal labor in a Siberian camp This was 
just the start. 

Pasternak wrote Doctor Zhivago, the 
heroine of which — I-ara — is modelled on 
Olga. Again, he sent the manuscript out of 
Russia and the novel gained him the Nobel 
Prize which, under pressure from the Soviet 
authorities, he stupidly refused. Tbe bureau¬ 
cracy and police continued to torment him 
mentally, but he was now too famous to be 
harmed physically. Instead, the authorities 
hounded Olga, accusing her of sending the 


Zhivago manuscript out of the country, and 
even of writing It herself. 

And no sooner was Pasternak dead than 
tbe woman who had inspired Mm. typed Ms 
manuscripts, handled Ms literary affairs, 
collaborated on translation projects, aiqj 
paid the hills, was arrested and sentenced to 
12 years in work camps. And after alt that 
suffering she has written this book as a 
tribute to her lover. 

Although only ooo^t many persecuted 
Sov l e Mwl i ters, and by no means the greatest 
of them. Pasternak became for the West tbe 
embodiment of the suffering of the Soviet 
Union’s Intelligentsia. But was he the liter¬ 
ary genius he is made out to he’ Hh master¬ 
piece, Doctor Zhivago, was dismissed by 
Somerset Maugham as “good as a descrip¬ 
tion of Russia but a lousy novel." Many win 
agree with that harsh verdict and one woo¬ 
den whether his fame hasn't more to da 
with the Nobel Prize brouhaha than any¬ 
thing else. 


Intimate portrait 

1 am Inclined to think H does and even tho 
Infatuated Olga was unable to alter my 
view. Despite her attempt lo deify Paster¬ 
nak In A Captive of Time, the mistress 
emerges as a greater person than the mas¬ 
ter. and certainly more noble and valiant. 

However, the book Is well worth reading 
as the first detailed and intimate portrait of 
a tumultuous and extraordinary romance 
which nourished amid the intrigues and 
repre^MU of post-war Russia. 

Incidentally, as an Indictment of tbe 
Soviet regime this book has few equals, and 
as it was published hi tbe United States and 
(he author, now «. still ekes out a living in 
Moscow as a translator, one wonders how 
soon ft will be before she again hears that 
dreaded knock on her door In the middle of 
the night

A Tale of African

Lawrence Sanders Is 
one of a handful of phenome¬ 
nally successful popular 
novelists, but his versatility 
gives him an added boost lo 
the top. Perhaps best known 
for The Firs! Deadly Sin and 
The Second Deadly Sin, he 
has also had great success 
with such widely divergent 
stories as The Marlowe 
Chronicles and now The Tan¬ 
gent Factor. 

It Is beautifully set In mod¬ 
ern-day Africa, where In¬ 
trigue, murder and repetitive 
roups offer ready-made plots 
for the novelist (an opportu¬ 
nity. incidentally, which is 
seldom taken up). Sanders 
creates a memorable charac¬ 
ter in the person of Obiri An- 
ok ye. who has just unseated 
his king and established the 
new republic of Asante. 

But the Little Captain, as 
he is known, is no ordinary 
man. something that quickly 
becomes obvious to anyone 
who meets and deals with 
him. In Anokye burns a flame 
that brands him as a black 
Caesar, or perhaps another 
dreamer like Napoleon. His 
dream, which becomes obvi¬ 
ous within weeks after his 


coop, is to unite Africa into 
one empire, with the Litllo 
Captain as Its emperor and a 
chosen minion la each coun¬ 
try as his satrap 

The Tangent factor In Ano- 
kye’s plans Is Peter Tan¬ 
gent, while representative of 
American oil interests in 
Asante, where rich oil finds 
have been made. The cynical 
Tangent, aware of the spark 
of greatness in Anokye, feels 
that everyone (tbe od Inter¬ 
ests'the UA, and most of all 
himself) may benefit by Bat¬ 
sons with the budding em¬ 
peror His string-pulling with 
the CIA, the French secret 
service, the oil Interests and 
diplomats Is something to be¬ 
hold, and something for Ano- 
kyt to admire, not without 
some misgivings. 

Sanders throws In an un¬ 
usual love affair between 
Tangent and Amina Dunama, 
a Mack singer, a mercenary, 
Sam Leibermaa, who re¬ 
mains an appealing charac¬ 
ter despite tbe fact that his 
business is murder, it which 
he Is very good; and Anokye’s 
mistress, a beautiful French-

woman who gi jes him up and 
marries the Little Captain s 
devoted sergeant and right- 
hand man to further Ano- 
kye's plans. 

To this reviewer. Sanders 
best work has been The Sec¬ 
ond Deadly Sin, a truly supe¬ 
rior murder mystery. Tho 
Marlowe Chronicles, a read¬ 
able story about an aging MR 
virile stage actor, showed Ma 
remarkable versatility. That 
aspect of Ms writing is rein¬ 
forced by The Tangent Fac¬ 
tor, a book that most readers 
will race through with great 
enjoyment

Author Winston Graham 
achieved notoriety In the U.8. 
as the author of the Master¬ 
piece Theatre aeries "Pol 
dark.'" As of June 1, "Poldaric 
II." • second Installment of 
adventures of Ross Poldark. 
also written by Graham, is 
running for 13 consecutive 
Sunday nights on the Public 
Broadcasting 8arvlce. 

Slightly bruised from an 
argument in a larndon cab. 
the greying Mr. Graham 
ushered us into his New York 
City hotel suite with his left 
hand. Luckily, he joked, he 
wasn't planning on signing 
any autographs 
Graham did not write the 
Poldark. series for television 
Rather, he wrote four novels 
— " Ross Poldark." "Demel 
"Jeremey Poldark" and 
"Warieggan" — from 1!MT to 
IDS]. He explained 
“I wrote the four books 
back in the Ice age They 
completed a cycle: the rela¬ 
tionship between Ross and 
F.lirabelh It's the story of a 
man who Is deprived of the 
woman he loves, then discos 
ers once he has her, that he Is 
really in love with his wife.” 

His inspiration for the Pol- 
dark family saga came from 
his home soil. “1 was rather 
an ailing young man." he 


said. "My family moved to 
Cornwall when 1 was If. 
When I was 1». my father 
died Mother, fortunately had 
a small private income, and 
she staked me for a few 
years. 

"Writing worked very 
quickly for me. I had no dlffl 
cutty In getting my first book 
published. I did have the 
greatest difficulty In finding 
readers. 

"I'd been in Cornwall a 
number of years. I love sand 
and sea and cliffs. It took me 
a while to get to know the 
Cornish people and for them 
to gel to know me They're a 
rather clanlsh Celtic race . 

"I read history and found 
that 18th-century Cornwall 
was more important They 
had ft members in Parlia 
tnent as opposed to five now 
However, they were all ‘rot¬ 
ten bouroughs' owned by the 
gentry 

"Any writer uses what he Is 
and where be is," continued 
Graham. Since he was living 
In Cornwall, its people, its 
history and Its landscape be 
came the Poldark novels. 

Are the characters in the 
Poldark series based on real 
pimple? 

Graham answered: 

“Elizabeth and George are 
based on people I knew Most 
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arc composite characters. I 
got Ross' appearance sitting 
on a train opposite an aircraft 
pilot with a scar on his 
check " He had the melan¬ 
choly ait, which Poldark 
exudes. 

"There are exact parallels 
to Elizabeth and George, but 
no one Is exactly parallel to 
Ross Poldark " 

After the first four novels 
were published, Mr. Graham 
went back to writing modern 
novels. However, the Poldark 
series never went out of print, 
and the author continued to 
receive letters begging for a 
continuation of the saga 

In 1963 he published a his¬ 
tory of 16th century Corn 
wall, then wrote "The Walk¬ 
ing Stick," "Angell. Pearl 
and Little God" and "Mar 
nle," which Alfred Hitchcock 
made Into a movie 

In returning to the Poldark 
aeries he decided: 

“It would never be the 
same Poldark. but going 
back and trying again was 
like fighting the sound bar¬ 
rier. It took five years to 
write the second series -* 
'The Black Moon,' The Four 
Swans' and The Angry Tide ' 
All are united by the Iheme of 
the parentage of F.lizabelh’s 
child." 

Graham had Just finished 
"The Four Swans" when the 
BBC made a series of the first 
four books. 

He wasn't involved in the 
production of the first series 
and admitted. "I didn’t ap 
prove of certain changes in 
the beginning and the ending. 
They were historically im 
possible. Burning of Trenwilh 
would never have happened 
in England, nor did you ever 
see Cornish people turned out 
of their lands.” 

With the second Poldark se¬ 
ries, however. Graham made 
it a condition that he have 
script approval. 

"I didn't write the scripts 
because I was working oo the 
third novel. I did drive very 
carefully when 1 was 
abroad." He feared that a 
sudden death would precipi¬ 
tate an inaccurate produc¬ 
tion. 

Although he was dissatis¬ 
fied with some aspects of the 
first "Poldark" series, he 
conceded. "I shouldn't shoot 


the first scries down, it was a 
tremendous success." 

However, once he finished 
"The Angry Tide" In March 
of 1977, he travelled to the 
BBC's Cornwall location to 
oversee the entire shooting of 
"Poldark II.” 

He raved at the BBC's 
technical expertise and in¬ 
sisted that every last person 
was dedicated to his Job. 

In the Brst episode Ross 
comes back from the war. 
He Is riding home In a red 
cloak and a hat worn Welling 
ton-style, pointing forward. 
The day after the scene was 
shot, the research girl dis¬ 
covered hats were worn Na¬ 
poleon style, pointing side¬ 
ways, at that time. They 
re-shot the entire scene. 

Are any of his other works 
up for a Masterpiece Theatre 
production? 

Graham answered that 
many of his modern novels 
were made Into films and 
very little material remains 
available for television. 
However, his novel. "Turn 
bled House," was just bought 
by Granada Television in 
England for a mini-series 
type production If American 
viewers are lucky, the show 
may find Its way to US. TV. 

Since viewer response was 
responsible for the second 
"Poldark" series, will rave 
rev iews of "Poldark II" pre¬ 
cipitate a "Poldark III"? 

"I think I've been working 
too hard." Winston Graham 
responded "I wrote four 
novels In the «0s; a history of 
the Anglo-Spanish War. short 
stories and five novels In the 
70s — also a play, which will 
be produced in Salisbury. 
England, this October.” 

And. no. he doesn't think 
they'll be any more "Pol¬ 
dark" novels forthcoming 

"Poldark 11" takes place 
between 1704 and 1799. and 
features the swashbuckling 
hero struggling with the cor ' 
nipt Warieggan in Cornwall, 
and as the Truro represeta 
live in Parliament, strug 
gling for social reform 

Graham insists that Cap¬ 
tain Ross Poldark is not too 
good to be true. "People in 
Parliament were trying very 
hard. There were people like 
Ross. Some of Ross' battle for 
penal reform was taken 


directly from Howard's book 
of 'Penal Reform '" 

The understated, greying 
author may be a citizen of the 
20 lh century, but he clearly 
admitted. "Ross reflected 
the ideas of the author look 
ing back on the day " 
Graham has given his read 
ers and viewers a romantic 
hero who champions the un 
derdog and rights social 
wrongs. Ross Poldark Is a 
refreshing addition to the 
1978 season 
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
